The Petition ot the Proprietors now 
Resident In a Township called No. 6, on 
Blnehill Bay, in the County of Lincoln 
and Commonwealth ot the Massaohnaetts, 
Hnmbl; Showeth-That in the year 1762 
tbe Governor and Council ftnd Hoose of 
Bepresentativee, then in General Coort 
Assembled, made a formal Grant Of six 
Townships to David Marsh and others, 
one of which Towns your Petitioners are 
Original Proprietors and Agreeable to said 
Grant, we came Into the wilderness upon 
the Incooragement thereby given in the 
years 1763 and 1764, In order to talflll the 
conditions of said Grant, and accordingly 
have tolly aatls&ed the conditions ot said 
Grant except the settling ot a Minister, 
and we have had twenty years quiet and 
Peaceable Possesssion, and further, after

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From tbe record of the town's aimnBl 
meeting beld "March S, 178B", wa leara 
that it waa "Voted that Joseph Wood, 
Jonathan Darling and Robert Parltsr l>e a 
Committee to lay out Soads whore the; 
Hhonld think proper to oonvean the Town 
on this side of the Salt Pond." 

The year previous the town voted "For 
to clear a Rhode IroDi here to PronobBcutt" 
and chose a committee contiBting of Sam- 
uel Foster, Israel Wood, Robert Parker, 
Joseph Wood and John Ronndy to attend 
to laying out said "Rhode". 

At the annnal t«wn meeting held "Mon* 
day, April 7, 1794, voted that the toUow- 
ing Roads be recorded. Viz: — 

"1. The Boad on the Neck. 

"2. The Boad leading to the Tide Milla 
from the Main Boad that leads to Mr. 
Carleton'a. 

"3. The Boad from the Head ot Blue 
HillBay toNolce'H Brook by Mr. Joseph 
Parker's. 

"4. The Boad leading from Beech Hill 
by the Meeting hoase to the Head ol Blae 
HiUBay. 

"6. The Boad leading to the old Penob- 
scot Boad near Mr. Boberl Wood's from 
the Head ol Bine HiU Bay by Capt. 
Joshua Horton's." 

The foregoing extracts from the records 
fix the fact of the locAtion of the Urst 
roads laid oot and built in the town. 

For the purposes ol thU paper our in- 
vestigation and statements will neoes- 
sarily chiefly be confined to the oonaider- 
atlon of the places and residsots along 
the roads deaignated above as the "road 
leading to the Tide MlUa" and "the Main 
Boad that leads to Mr. C^lelon's" In one 
direction and to the Head of the Bay in 
the apposite direction. 

It appears by the record* that there were 



toor person who settled In the soatli part 
of the town by the name ol Carleton, whose 
given names were Edward, Dudley, Moses 
and David, all from Andovor, Mass., and 
evidently brothers. They bnilt the milla 
first known as Carleton's milla, mentioned 
in the town records in 1T7D tor the first 
time when Dndley Carleton was elected a 
selectman, in 1771 was re-elected and in 
1772 was chosen one of a committee to 
keep the fish coarse clear at Carleton's 

Ai»U S, 1T70, "Voted that the Inhabi- 
tants ol tike Town meet at the honse ol Mr. 
David Carleton the 2nd Monday in May to 
see Something abought making the honr 
Bomething better, at S o'clock in the 
morning. Meeting AJoorned tu house and 
time aforesaid." Then lollows this en- 
try: "The Disturlunoe Between Brlttain 
and America Prevented the meeting Ac- 
cording to Ajoomment." "This Disturb- 
ance" probably was news of the battle ot 
IiBxington. 

March 28, 1776, David Carleton was 
choaen one of the committee ol corre- 
spondence and in 1779 a surveyor of lum- 
ber. 

March 7, ITSfi, Moses Carleton was one of 
a committee ol ttiree "to hire a Preacher 
and Collect the Money to pay him." 

Edward Carleton was chosen a surveyor 
ot lumber in I7SB, and in 1792 and 1793 one 
of a oommiltee to keep the flah ooorsa 
dear. The fish course was at Carleton's 
mills, to provide a passage lor alewives to 
the pond above, where they went to spawn. 
At those milla also frost fish came to 
spawn about the time of Christmas, and 
were taken in great numbers. Fish were 
a valuable article ot food tor the settlers 
of the town, and care was taken that the 
alewives should not be obstiooted in their 
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yearly Ylaits to the Iresh water ponds 
where they depoBited their egga and 
hatched their Tonng. 

The writer well remembers the flsb 
coarse apokeii ol. Had that on certain days 
when "the flah were runningr" they could 
be taken onder refcalations made by the 
town, while on other days the people took 
fiab aalawfully and subject to a flue. 

In 1T9S, Edward Culeton wrs choaan 
with others to superintend and inapeet 
the flsb conTse, flz the place tor catching: 
fish from Monday at annriBG natil Wed- 
nesday at Bonaet. He was also allowed by 
vote of the town "three pence per light 
lor 380 Ugrhta ot sashes delivered tor the 
Meeting; faoase" and-choaen to present the 
proposala to the charch, by the town, for 
It to offer throoKh a committee to Jonsthan 
Piaher regarding his settlement, and that 
Mr. Carleton be desired to requeat the 
chnrch by a committee to wait apon 
Jonathan Plaher, with the town's proposal 
tor an ezchaoge ot the minister's lot and 
Mr. Calleton's lot, if he settles In the 

In 1797, "Voted that Major David 
Carleton have the consent ot this town to 
bid npon the Pews as he shall please." 
This was tor the sale ot the pews oI the 
new meeting honse, and would indicate 
that Major Carleton had moved to Sedg- 
wick and without the vote as above would 
not have hod the right to bid for the pewa 
when they came up lot sale. 

Prom the choroh records it la learned 
that David Carleton and Mary, hia wife, 
owned the covenant and had baptiaed 
Molly Adams Coggeswell and Dudley, J aly 
4, 1784, by Eev. Seth Noble. 

Edward Carleton and Fhebe, hia wife, 
owned the covenant and had their daagh- 
ter Abigail Abbott baptised by Oliver 
Noble, Oct. 17, 17B0. 

Uoses Carleton and Mary his wife pre- 
sented the tollowinc children:

There la no record to show that Dudley 
Carleton was a member ot the church at 
Bine Hill, that he hod a family, or when 
and where be died. 

The Carletons were men ot activity and 



boainesa energy in the earlier years ot the 
settlement of the town. They lived near- 
by their mills npon lands later conveyed 
to Amos Allen and his sons, who also 
pnrcbased from them the mills that were 
bnilt and owned tor many years by the | 
CorletODs. Just where stood the houses 
ot David, Edward and Dudley Carleton, 
the writer has no means of definitely 
determining at this writing, bat the house 
ot Moses was standing in the writer's 
boyhood upon the site of the present 
honse ot the late Joseph Allen. It was a 
two-story structtire in front and of odo 
story ii< the rear, but what year it was 
built cannot now be stated, though 
probably shortly after the Carletons came 
to the locality from Andover. 

In the early years of 1800, the Carletons 
built a ship near the mills, called the 
"Juno", ot which Dudley Carleton, 2nd, 
son ot David, was master. She was 250 
tona, single deck, and a full-rigged ship, 
In which the father of the writer made a 
voyage to Liverpool, England, and back to 
Boston OS one of her foremast hands. 

A number ot other vessels have been 
built there in later years, and lumber 
from the mills, and wood from the landing 
liave been scowed down the Salt pond, 
and passed oDt over the Fore Falls to form 
many cargoes shipped to western markets. 
It was no uncommon eight to see holt a 
dozen or more vebaela at anchor below the 
Falla receiving cargoea from Qu'letons or 
Allen's mills and other landings along the 
shores ot the Salt pond. In the boyhood of 
the writer.

The other sons of Moses Carletoa set- 
tled elsewhere In the town, and the family 
of Major David Carlet on removed to North 
Bedgwiclc. 

AmoB Allen, bom in Bedgwiclc, Oct. 3, 
1772, married Jobddb Herriclc, of Sedg- 
wick, Deo. 26, 1793, removed to Bine Hill 
in 1796, where he became owner of Carle- 
ton's mills and ot the land aDd bnildiDgs 
takeD np and improved by the Carletons. 
He was a miller, farmer, ship-owner, 
preacher and a repreBentative to the Bfaine 
legislatnie in 1820-1-2-3, and in 1842, and a 
DUD of influence and force of character. 

When eUcted to the legialatDre of 1842, 
It was generally Bnpposed that he tavored 
a bridge across the Falls, and all in favor 
of that object voted for tiis election. A 
petition was sent to the legislature tor a 
charter to bnild the bridge, and requests 
to Ht. Allen to present the petition and 
advocate the measure. 

The petition recited the convenience It 
would be to the people residing in that 
part ot Sedgwick, now Brooklin, and on 
the Neck, with the miles travel it would 
shorten tor those on the Neck desirons ot 



traveling to Bine TTiii village, either on 
toot or by carriage or team of any kind by 
land. 

Qreat was the SDrprise felt by the friends 
ot the measure and those who had made 
Mr. Allen's nomination and election snre, 
to find him arrayed against the charter 
openly, and by a speech that set the legis- 
lators roaring with laughter by the ridi- 
cule he heaped upon the whole subject. 

As reported in the Portland Ad'erlitw 
of that date, which the writer ot this Sr- 
tide read at the time, he first aald it would 
be a positive disadvantdge to the Ship- 
building interests Ot the Baltpond, whibh 
was great and promised to ~~ become 
greater, and would prove, if the charter 
were granted, a depression oE values above 
said bridge. Then he tnrned his ridicule 
npon the Interests ot tbe petitioners npon 
the Neck, by saying, "they talk about the 
convenience it would be for those having 
carriages to drive to the villagel" "Cw- 
riages", said he, "carriages and teainsl 
The only carriage upon Bloehill Neck is 
Jerry Elaton's ox-cart, and tbe only team 

The petitioners were incensed against 
him tor that treatment ot their case, and 
be never after went to the legislature. He 
died Jan. 28, 1866, aged 84 years. His chil- 
dren were :

Amos Allen lived in a large two-stoiy 
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house, built jnvbtibly aboot the time he 
oanie from Bedgwick. After his death hia 
Bou Amos lived in the homestead, and 
after him, his son David, making three 
generstiona to oocnpy It. Some ten or 
mora years ago the old house took flra and 
was oonanmed. Upon Its site another 
hODse has been erected, and is occupied by 
desoendantB of the first Allen at that place. 

Joseph Allen, son of the first Amos, was 
married to Bannah Dodge, of Sedgwick, 
Deo. 26, 1834, and sei np housekeeping 
abont that time in the old Moses Carleton 
honse, which he occupied for some years, 
then pulled it down and bnilt apon the 
site the house now standing there. Han- 
nah Dodge, his wife, died childless in , 

and in 1S6B he married 2Dd, Harriet N. 
Parker, by whom he had children. Mi. 
Allen died a few years ago. 

Eeiriok Allen married lydia Stover 
Jan 25, 1831, and it is supposed that he 
built his house abont ttiat time, which 
still stands the nearest to the mill stream.

The Aliens owned all the land from the 
Bedgwick tine to Loufc cove fronting upon 
the Bait pond, and stretching back there- 
from some distance into the interior. 
They were good farmers as well aa mill 
•nd Inmbermeu, Daniel B., the adopted 
son of Amos, sr., built his boose upon the 
eastem put of the land of hia foster 
lather previous to I860, where he resided 
until bis death. The honse, barn and out- 
buildings are all gone at this writing. He 
married Hary E. Allen, of Sedgwick, 
daughter of I^athan and Nancy Parker 
Allen, March 28, 184S. Their ohUdren 
wereaslollowa:

Amos Allen, sr., and his wife Joanna, 
were mnmbers of the Blue Hill Congrega- 
ttonsJ church, but in 1806 withdrew and 
Joined the itaptists, and were origin^ 
memt>erB of the latter church at its organ- 
ization. He was licensed to preach, after 
which he was known as Elder Amos Allen. 
He preached tor the Neck church and for 
the Baptist church at Brootcavlile. 

In those days the elders and ministers 
^were oocustomed to take wine and spirits 
on great occasions, and at other times 
when they felt like it. It is related of 
Elder Allen that while engaged to preach 
at Brooksville, he arose on Banday morn- 
ing but not feeling well took a glass of 
rum on an empty stomach, which unfitted 
him to sttead to his duties lor that day. 
Later, being asked why he did not fill his 
engagement to praach on that Sunday, he 
frankly stated that the glass of mm over- 
powered him, and he thought it best to 
remain at home. The explanation was 
satisfactory to the church and all con- 
Beyond Allen's mills upon the main road 
stood a smaU house, in the ttoyhood days 
of the writer, occupied by a Mr, Cloeeon 
and family. The honse has been gone 
many years. OR the main road to the 
right was the home ot Eliphalet Orindle 
and family, and another not far distant 
from Qriudle's was the honse and home of 
s family by the name of Dnrgin. 

The Allen neighborhood was isolated 
from the rest ot the people of the town; 
it was a community by itself, well known 
to the writer serene; years ago. 

Long Cove was the next place of Im- 
portance northeast of the Allen settle- 
ment. Its importance consisted of being 
a landing to which were brought cord- 
wood and saw logs from the interior 
to be soowed to vessels loading be- 
low the falls with wood for Bos- 
ton and elsewhere, and for rafting and 
floating logs to the tide mills. Wood to 
the amonnt ot hundreds ot cords was 
hanled there each winter and piled upon 
the shore awaiting sinlng and summer to 
be forwarded to market. It was a busr

place loi a portion of the ;e&T, and pre- 
sented a picture of activity and eDterprias. 

The cave extended a quarter of a mile or 
more above the highway bridge that 
crossed over It, and it was the head 
waters of the cove where a brooic emptied 
into it that the boys frequented in the 
spring to catch EmeltH. 

Upon the rise o( ground east ut the cove 
in those days waa the house on the north 
and barn on the south of the road of 
William W. Qray. He was the sou of 
Joshua Gray, ol Sedgwick, and his wife 
was Lucy, daughter ot Josiah Closson, of 
the same town. They liad no children of 
their own, bot adopted one or mote. Mr. 
Qray was an indnstrions man, who gained 
a livelihood by farming, and by working 
at odd Jobs tor others. He and his wife 
have been dead a halt century, his house 
end bam are gone, and his farm is now 
owned by a son ot Daniel B. Allen. 

The next place north and easterly is 
what the boys called, sixty or seventy 
years ago, "Mackville". There lived 
Peter McFarland, a shoemaker of Scotch 
deKcent, who is aaid to have come from the 
city ot New York, where he left a wife 
and several children, here to bnild a log 
cabin and make his abode prior to 1800. 
He married Elizabeth Carter by whom ha 
hod eight children, viz :

Peter McFarlond, sr., had a stmggle to 
earn snfflctent from his farm and shoe- 
maker's tnnch to bring up his large 
family. He was a man toud ot grog, and 
a fiddler; his sons were fond of music and 
ot song. Indulging in both so far as their 
limited knowledge permitted. Bodney, 
the youngest son, beat the snore dram lot 



the boy's military company ol the neigh- 
borhood, ol which the writer was cap< 
tain. With military hats made ot paper 
adorned with tailfeatbeis of cock or hen, 
and with wooden guns and swords march- 
ing to the music of the "White Cockade" 
made by fife and drum, the boys were 
ready to parade whenever opportunity 
ottered, and were proud of their warlilu 

Mr. McFarland, sr., played his Bddle for 
dances, having a seiies ot old Scotch tunes, , 
including the "Scolding Wife", "The Girl 
I Left Behind Me", "High Betty Martin" 
and the like, whicb^e played and oliarmed 
the boys of those days. 

He and all his tamily, oave one, "have 
Joined the great silent majority". Two of 
his sons, Alpbeus and Amos, and a grand- 
son, Etmnezer, son ot Peter, Jr., were sol- 
diers in the army tor the pteseivation of 
the Union in the war ot the Rebellion. 

After the death ot the heads of the 
family, tlie marriage of the children, and 
the removal of them from the haunta 
of their childhood, the Tplace was owned 
for a number ol years by Giles Johnson 
Grindle, and occupied by him and hia 
tamily. The land stretched from William 
W. Qray'B to Mother Bush Brook with a 
shore line upon the Bolt Pond. The bnlld- 
ings are gone at this writing, and the land 
Is owned and cultivated by a son ol the 
late Daniel B. Allen. 

Mother Bush Brook, aft-er dark, was a 
place to be ehnnaed by lone boys, for tear 
they might see the ghost ot Benjamin 
Friend, whom tradition said iiaunted that 
spot. The "Ghost of Mother Bush Brook" 
was descritied in verse some years ago by 
the writer, and requires no further notice 

From that l)iook onlto the crown of the 
Coggin bill was a part of the toogh stage 
road between Sedgwick and Blue Hill, 
wooded on both sides, and a lonely way, 
six or seven decades ago. From the brow 
of the Coggin hill oue looked down upon 
the Tide Mills or Falls district, where the 
settlement ot the town began April 7, 1762. 
Beyond rises Blue Hill mountain in all Its 
grandeur, with Newbury Neck, Schoodio 
and Mt. Desert hills on the right, the 
sparkling waters of the bay, vith Long 
Island nearer at hand, the Falls, the is- 
land where Wood and Ronndy built their 
log cabins, and witli the tide mills, pond. 
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ele., In the foregroiuid. All thaae tlie 
writer aees engcaven apon the tablet* of 
bia atBmats aa he saw them from that 
■pot more than wventf years ago, when 
he waa a boy ol the neighborhood, though 
nearly three score yeara have gone by 
■Inoe that ttoa hia home. 



began at the Coggln lot and extended to 
Bragdon'a biook and JuBt beyond, vhaie 
the Bchoolhonae stood in which the write; 
tbat learned to lisp hia "A B C'e." 

The Goggin tot waa the one taken up by 
Thonoaa Coggln, who came to It from 
Beverly, Maaa., with hie famUy in 1T65. 
Here he bnilt hia hnmble abode and le- 
■ided the first yean ol bla life in town— 
]net bow many the recced does not ahow. 
He wu born Feb. 14,1734; married LydU 
Obeai Feb., ITU. He died Feb, 11, 1821, 
sgedeighty-niue years; she died Oct. 22, 
1800. 

He and his wife were baptized by Oliver 
Noble and taken into the church at the 
FbUb Jnne 13, 1813, and their son Samuel, 
and Molly bia wife, were baptized by Rev. 
William Lyons and became memlwra of 
the church August 2, 1T91.

The farm ot James Ctodage contained 
about a hundred acres, extending from the 
tide mill pond weatwaid over the flelds, 
paatDTca and ledgea to Mother Bnah pond. 
He was halt owner of tbe tide mlUs and, 
f Ok tbat period, wsU to do. 
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The bonm In which be lived was divided 
Into two parts, tlie WBHtem hall being 
occupied bj himsell, hia wLIe and dangh- 
ter Sorab Mtd tbe otbet bait by bis sou 
A2or and lamliy. 

AzOT Candage was a scboolmastei In bla 
fonngM days, » fine writer witb tbe qaili 
pen and something of a carpenter and 
Joiner. He was also a JisCice ol tbe peace 
andaided those who needed bis services in 
making oat aeeds and other legal papers, 
but in the boyhood ol tbe writer be 
depended cbiafly upon the prodacts of the 
tanu for support, tbe wbole of which 
(Mine to bini upon tbe deatb of his father 
in 1819. Hla mother and sister Sarah, 
however, bad certain rights in tbe prop- 
erty during their lives, and lived in tbe 
house until their death. 

He married Chloe Parker Sept. 26, 181S; 
she was born Oct> 12, 1T9G; daughter of 
Joahna and Elizabeth (Cbandler) Parker, 
granddaughter of Col. Nathan and Mary 
(Wood) Parker, and great- granddaughter 
of Joseph Wood, tbe first settler. Her hua- 
liand, Azor Candage, was descended from 
James Chndage, sr., and John Boandy, ar., 
two ot tbe early settlers. Tbeir children

Phineas Dodge, head ot this family, died 

at about 80 years of age. He was the son 
of EUlsha and Lydia (Day) Dodge, bom 
Sept. 6, ISIS. In his youth he was a sailor, 
afterwards became a ship carpenter and 
•nded hia days as a farmer. 

The next honse was bnUt atwnt 1790 by 
Jonathan Ellis, who came to the town 
from BeUlngham, Mass., and her kept a 
store In one room from which "the barrel 
of rum and sugar and molasBea enough to 
sweeten it for raising the new meeting 
house" was seat in May, 1792. In that old 
bonae, still standing and occupied, the 
writer was bom nearly seventy- nine years 
ago, and around it centre many a fragrant 
memory of the Impressible days ot child 
hood and of youth. 

From tbe window of tbe room 
In which tbe writer first gave his cry ol 
lite, one looked oat upon the field once 
owned by Nlobolaa Holt, beyond which 
was the mill pond, the tide mills and the 
island on which hia great grandfather, 
John Bonndy, and Joseph Wood landed 
April 7, 1762, built their two log houses 
and began the settlement of tbe town. 

From that window one could see ths 
the waters of tbe bay. Long Island, New- 
bury Neck, the bills ol Ht. Desert and of 
Sctaoodic, and the white sails of vessels 
passing and repassing on the bosom ol the 
bay— a sight once seen ever alter to be 
remembered. Around this place and 
about it duster the earlier historical 
events connected with the town. The 
first town meeting, the gathering ol the 
first cbnrcb, tbe building of the first 
houses, the first mUls, the opening of the 
first store and the first tavern or public 
boose, the first marriage, and protiably 
the first birtb of a white child, and the 
first death and funeral in the settlemetit. 

In this same hoose lived Nathan EUla, a 
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brother of JouKthan, aod in it wtu bom 
hi8 Bon Vtupaaion, Jan. 11, 1S02, whose 
mother was Mary Baas, who died April 
10, IBM. JonathBD Ellis wM born in 
Belllngbjiin June, 1774, married Sosannah 
Parker, Bept. 11, ITOo, daughter ol Peter 
Parlcer, bt.; she was born June 27, 1773; 
died Aagaat 17, 1803; ber husband died 
Dec. 23, ISOfl. Children ware:

The tamilf ol Nathan BlUs, their his- 
tory, etc., belong to the Tillage Beotioa of 
the town, to which they removed probably 
before 1812. The lot of land owned 
originally by the EUIb lamily, and which 
belonged with the boase was very small. 
Whether any one occupied the house be- 
tween the Ellis lamily and the father of the 
writer, there is no reoord to show. 

Jamss Boondy Candage was the ocoo- 
pant Irom 1818 to tits death in 1862. He 
was the son of James, jr., and Hannah 
(Bonudy) Caudage, bom Jan. Ifi, 1781; 
married Feb. 29, 181S, Phebe Ware Par- 
ker, widow of Capt. William Walker, of 
BrookBville, lost at sea, whose mothei wbb 
Emma (Boandy) Walker, daughter of 
John Bonndy, sr. 

Mr. Candage and wife took up their 
abode In the BUis honse upon tbeir mar- 
riage; in it their children were bom, and 
in it she died on Oct. 3, 1860, at the age of 
62, and he Dec. Z3, 1862, laged nearly

All the sons of this family tliat grew to 
manhood were sailors, and as seen above, 
all bot one are dead, having passed away 
in foreign lands or at sea, where they , 
foond graves. Perhaps no other family of 
tlie town shows snch a remarkable record I 
in that way. ' 

Their father, until he was married, was 
a sailor on ooasting. West Indian and 
European voyages, but npcn becoming j 
engaged to be married, his prospective I 
wife exacted from him the promise that 
when married he would give up his sea 
rovings. 

She is said to have explained that one 
husband bad been lost at sea, leaving her | 
with three young children to care lor, and I 
she did not feel tike taking chances that 
might again leave her a widow. He 
entered into tliat airreement with her and , 
kept it, but all the boys were l>om with 
an inherited tendency for a sea life, and 
against tlie wish and odvioe of both par- 
ents, adopted it. 

Their father bought tlie house already 
mentioned, the Holt field, part of the 
Wood farm, in all sometliiiig over a hun- 
dred acres, a meadow and wood lot of 
another hundred acres, and half of the 
two tide mills, and between farming and 
milling, managed to provide tor his iaxgB 
family comfortabiy and to dispense 
generous hospitality. 

The grist mill tnougbt many people to 
it with grist to l>e ground, all of whom, 
if there at meal or night time, were in- i 
vlted to make the house their liome free I 
of cost, which many availed themselves of. 

The farm liegan at the tide mills, with 
lines abntting on the west of laud of Aior 
Oandage, on ttie east by the Blnoloir place, 
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and rannins over Oak hill to th« back lot 
ot Marble Parker. 

On the tarm were kept a halt dosen 
cowh, ■ yoke ot oxen, joang stock, » 
horse, thirty or more sheep, pigs, hens 
«nd geese; hay was cot lor the stock, 
crops raised for the support ot the tamily, 
making It a busy plsoe trom AprU to 
November, and in winter wood was ant 
■nd hauled (or a year's supply, so that all 
were Icept busy. Tha boys, when out ol 
and between school, as soon as tbey were 
old enough to work, had a share of the 
work to be done iu the mill, on the tarm 
at the barn and in chores about the boose, 
lor neltbar parent believed in aUowing 
their children to be brought up in idle- 
ness. They were not overworked, bat 
taught habits of Industry, eo needful to 
the bar snd useful to the man. 

In the upper part ot the fleld stood a 
house bollt by one ot the sons ot Joseph 
Wood and oconpied tor some time prior to 
1830 by Robert Bobertaon and family tie- 

the bay shore towards Parker Point, where 
ths tamily later lived, and where he and 
bis wife died. 

The house trom the fleld was moved 
down about 1830, and tiecame the L 
and addition to the Samuel B. Candage 
house. The bricks loi building the 
chimney were brought trom UcHards' by 
vessel, and landed on the little beach near 
the tide mills, and then hauled to the 
honse in an ox-cart. 

The writer and a oonsin on a visit to 
the house, desired to go down with the ox- 
team and see the bricks loaded and 
broQghtnp. His father did not care to be 
bothered with cbildren too young to look 
out tor themselves, so he said, "now, 
children I want you to stay right here and 
watch tlie cat and prevent her trom eating 
these biioks." 

Away he went tor another load, and the 
children went on with their play, forget- 
ting all about the cat. But, as luck wonld 
have it, the cat came round the comer ot 
the house strode up on to the pUa o( 
lirlcks, when the children espied her and 
drove her away. Oreat was tiieii dismay 
to find a briok with a corner gone Just 
Where the cat stood when she was driven 
away. Then came the team back, wlien 
Che writer exclaimed, "Fatheri The old 
Mt got here while we were at play, and ate 



the corner ol tills briok, but we drove h«t 
away as soon as we coold." 

A curious smile lighted np his (ace as 1m 
said, "Well, children, I am glad yon did 
not let the cat eat any more of them, so 
keep a good watch, for cats are sly crea- 
tores." The children really were of the 
opinion that cats ate bricks; they had 
proof ot it In the brick with the ooraer 
gone, and didn't the writer's father say 
that they ate brioksT No, he didn't aay 
anything ot the kind, but that was the 
Imjsession his words left upon the child 
mind. The whole truth is better lor 
children than a half truth. 

The old house seems filled with memories 
ol incidents. Jukes, plays, and of people 
who vuited it in the childhood of tha 
writer. Of ail that living throng he so 
well remember*, every voioe but his i« 
silent, and were it not lor this reminiscent 
aoooont, would be forgotten. After the 
death of Samuel B. Candage the old boost 
and place, in part, were sold to Otis Car< 
ter. Me uIjU louiiiig il to hid wiuon, and 

npon her death it went to an adopted 
daughter, who still owns It, snd in whi:h 
Bbenezer M. McFsrlsnd has a lite interest 
byMrs-Osrier'swill. 

We will now pass on and torn the cor- 
ner of the rosd leading to the formrr site 
ot the tide mills. On that comer stand 
several oaks planted by tbe writer, his 
father, and his son Samuel, more than 
aixty years ago. Ascend ijig the little 
elevation in the road to tlie houae ot A, 
R. Conary we reoognite tbe site ot the 
honse and inn o( Nicholas Holt. He came 
from Aitdover Mass., Id 1766, with his 
tamily. He was born March 10, 1716; mar- 
ried first Hannah Osgood, May 6, 1739; she 
was born May, 1714; died Sept. 1, 17M{ 
married second Lois Phelps, April E8, 17Sli 
Bhe died Jan. 4, 1816i he died March la, 
1798.

The mill pond was a favorite place lor 
the boya to swim ia. Sometimes a seal 
woQld pass into it tbroDgh the flood gateF, 
and when the gates shut, he would be Im- 
ponnded, to t>ecotne the target ot the sportS' 
man of the neighborhood, and finally their 
prey. 

In the spring of the year, the Hoanders, 
that had wintered in the pond rose from 
theit Iwda and eonght largei liberty oot- 
•ide by passing throngh the Sood gates at 
near slaclc water, where many were tpeared 
knd served np fried at table as a dainty bit 

All tbls la of the past - themtllB are gone 
■nl all those thst hsd todo with thtm in 
those days, the writer, probably, slone ex- 
cepted. Ot late yeais the pond has been a 
preserve for lobsters, bnt even that nse 
hss been given np, and althongh the tide 
ebbs and flows as ot yore, no nse is being 
■aide ot this ouoe valuable water power. 

Near the mills was the shipyard of this 
part ot' the town, where many vessels 
were built In former time, and many 
others were rebuilt or repaired. But that 
Industry, like the sawing ot lamborand 
grinding of grain at the tide mills, has 
gone, eTidently never moT»4o Tetam. 

Ths vessels built in this yard were the 
erhooner Conqaest ot 100 tons in 1820 
by the Sinclslrs;- the brig Mentns of 
176 ton* in 1826 by the Binclsirs; the 
■chooner Kleber of 119 tons by Bamuel 
R, Oandage, bark Virginia ot 284 tons 
by the Sinclairs; sb'p Tahmaroo o( 372 
tonsinl844by tbeSlnclairs; barb: Sarah 
Jackson 198 tons, 1846, by John Cheever; 
brig Delhi ot 176 tons, 1S18, by John 
Cheever; brig Equator ot isa ton8,lSS0, 
by John Cheever, and others whose data 
are not at hand. 

The bark Virginia, lanncbed Jntyl, 1833, 
waattte Orst vessel the writer remembers 
to have Been gilds from her bnildtng 
blocks into the element foe which she was 
Intended to do dnty in the world's carry- 
ing trade. It being a holiday, people ia 
large nunlbers from tai and near gathered 
io see the launching, among whom were 
women and children who seated them- 
Mlvea upon the shores near the tide line 
•nd received a wetting from the wave that 
Um launching caused. The writer re- 



membpri hearing their si'resms ot fright 
end alarm on the occasion as the wave rooa 
and deluged their clothing but doing no 
other damage. 

The Virginia was moored In the cove, 
there then being no whart to place her be- 
side, to receive her spars, be rigged and 
completed for sea, and a floating bridge 
was constructed and placed between her 
and the shore tor the workmen's conven- 
ience In passing to end from her. 

Capt. William Binds ir was fond ol 
shooting, and had built a gunning float, 
scow form with b board nailed across eacb 
e'ld In which he went for wild ducks wltb 
his boat dressed in seaweed so as to 
not frighten the birds. One day the writer 
and his brother Bot>ert were in the boat, 
which was anchored with s stone tied to m 
tope, near the vessel, flghing tor Sounders, 
tomcods and hsrbor pollock. 

When tired ot flshlng the writer, by 
order ot his brother tried, to pull up the 
anchor while standing upon the crosa 
board at the bow with ths rop3 on one 
side. The stone was heavy tor his yonth- 
tul strength, snd while straiuiag and do- 
ing his best to pull it up. and It had about 
reai'hed the surface, the stone slipped 
from the rope and the writer, relieved from 
its weight, tnmbled backwards head down 
Into the water. 

Down he went what seemed to be fath- 
oms, bnt were only feet; he heard the 
waters gurgling about his ears, drank • 
swallow or two of the water, had come to 
the conclusion be was to be drowned, but 
even that gave him little concern. He bad 
pretty nearly lost eonscionsness when be 
rose to the surfaee and his brother reached 
forth his hand and rescued the half- 
drowned lad. 

On another oocssiou when lesmlng to 
swim on the shore ot the mill pond, he 
■wam across the creek and turned to swim 
back, whsn the thought came to Mm that 
the water was beyond hU depth, when 
with fright he sank tike s stone. The 
same true brother was at hand to be hia 
rescuer, so that twice in boyhood that 
brother saved the life of tlie writer. 
Strange to say that from the date of the 
last ooconenoe mentioned, the writer 
never had a recnrrs'-ce of that fright, bat 
could handle himself In water of any 
depth without fear and as thongh he were 
unphibiooa. 
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The lather of the writer bftd a boat 
built which waB named Hoosier, and which 
wasrigged with two miiBta, bovaprit, lore- 
■ail, maiiiBaii, jib, flying jib and two gaff 
topsails, allhongh only fourteen feet in 
tenglh. She was a last sailer, the pride of 
tbs family, and envy ot others who liad 
no boat. The writer, and his brother 
Robert made a trip in her to the village in 
the month ot March, and were returning 
when ahe ran upon a small rocic and cap- 
sized instantly. 

The boys jumped npon the orown ol the 
rock jost large enough to stand on, tooli 
hold ot the l>oat, righted and bailed her 
out with tlieir shoes, and then proceeded 
homeward. The water was like ice and 
chilled them to the tione and they would 
have l>een drowned but tor their tore- 
thought and activity. That experience 
they Icept secret tor a long time, that it 
might Dot worry their pnrentB and atop 
their nee ot the boat. 

The island upon which Joseph Wood and 
John Bonndy first built their homes was, 
in the boyhood o( the writer, owned by 
Marble Parker, and after him by his son 
AngustuB. The latter sold it to David 
Friend and a portion went to a Mr. Syl- 
vester. Mr. Friend sold his part to 
BroolcB Gray, and Sylvester his to Mrs. 
Eithelbert Nevin, ot New York, who built 
a One cottage upon it, and at this writing 
is building another. These bave l>een and 
are the owners in the post and at the 
preaent time. 

Passing on from the tide mill road back 
to the old stage road to and trom Sedg- 
wick, there stands just where the former 
diverges a house built by Bot>ert Clay, 
brother ot Benjamin already spoken ot, on 
land purchased of the writer's father in 
about 1834. Mr. Clay was a joiner and 
bouse carpenter like his brother, a cousin 
ot Samnel R. Candage and a descendant ot 
John Boundy, the first settler, through Mb 
father's marriage with Holly Bonndy. 

He was bom May 27, 1788 ; married Patty 
Nickerson, of Oaatine, May 17, 1807; she 
died March Zl, 1864, aged sixty-seven; he 
May 1862, aged sixty-six. Their children

Mr. Clay sold his house and lot in the 
'40b to Samuel R. Candage and removed 
with hia tamily to the village where he 
died. 

The next occupant of this honae waa 
Joahua Parker Candage, son of Azor and 
Chloe Cbndage, t>om July 8, 1819; married 
Melinda B. Stover, Oct. 3, 1844, and here 
began boasekeeping at that ti'ie.'They 
were married by Bev. Jotham Sewall at 
his bouse, the p«storot the Congregational 
church, and the writer witnessed the cere- 
mony, the Brat be ever attendea. 

Joshua Parker Candage, a cousin and 
close Iriend ot the writer, had been 
brought np la the neighborhood, and be- 
ing the only son in hia father's tamily, 
nataraily sought the companionship of 
his cousins nearby. He had chosen tho 
life ol a Bailor, and the seasons ot 1846-6 
the writer was his trusted first hand at 
the schooner Edward, ot which he waa 
master. The crew of that vessel in 1846, 
yet living, are E^eeman B. McJntyre 
and the writer. 

Cbpt. Candage gave up the sea a lew 
years later, learned tlie trade of a ship 
carpenter, he having from iKiyhood been 
fond ol mechanical lal>or, and later be- 
came a master builder, constructing sev- 
eral vessels, among which was the bark 
Oak Uidge in 1869, owned by the lata 
Joseph Wescoott, esq. 

He removed from the Falls abont 1648 to 
the Bhorey place north ot the old meeting- 
house Bite on the Penotiscoc road, whlcb 
be purchased and where he oontinned to 
reside until hlB death. He had three 
sons and several daughters. The tamily 
record Ib not at hand, nor in possession ot 
the writer. Hia son now living, the other 
two being deceased, resides in the city of 
Bomervills, Mass. 

The next occupant ot the Clay house 
was James Boundy Candage, tirother of 
the writer, who married Mary Perkins 
Parker, hia cousin June 23, 1643, by whom 
he had children as follows :

James B. Candage was a sea captain, 
then a shipping master at New York, and 
went from that oity to Fortnne island to 
purchase wrecked and other material to 
be shipped to the United States, and there 
died suddenly He removed Irom Bluehill 
to New York in 1851 or 1853. 

The next occnpant ot the Clay honee 
was Bobert Parker Candage, a brother of 
James, son ol Samuel B. and Pbebe W. 
Candage, bom Oct 26, 1822; married Feb. 
13, 1860, Sarah Elizabeth Parker, his cousin 
and a sister to Mary, his brother James' 
wife. Their children were :

Upon the death ol bis father, this bouse 
and a part ot tlie farm came into Robert 
P. Candage's poBsession, and in it and 
those ot hit heirs it has remained antil 
the present time, itobert, like thu reel ot 
hia brothers, was a sailor and master of a 
vessel nearly all his manhood. He died 
Jan. 31, 18TS,aged flity-flve years and three 
months. He was a strong, powerfnl man, 
stood six feet and an inch in height, and 



until within a year or two of his death, 
when exposure and overwork had en- 
feebled his strength, he knew not the sig- 
nificance of the word fear. Since his 
death the place has been occnpied by his 
widow, now in poor health, bnt for many 
years postmistreas at Bluehill Falls. 

On the lot practically, and less tbaa 160 
feet from the house, stands the school- 
house ot the district, built in 1834-6 by 
Simeon P. Wood, by contract, in whicb 
the writer attended winter school nuder 
the teachings of C. C. Long, Fred A. 
Darling and others. 

Across tbe road trom the schoolhonse is 
the cellar over which it is said the houas 
ot Joseph Wood stood which he built, 
when he removed trom the island at the 
Fcve Falls. In that house it is supposed 
that Col. Bufas Putnam, the founder of 
Ohio, later was entertained in the year 
1786, when he came to this place from Bur- 
veying Black and White islaodB in Bgge- 
moggin Beach, ceeded to the Penobscot 
Indians by the Massachusetts general 

He brought with him unbumt coffee ber- 
ries, which he asked Mrs. Wood, as tradi- 
tion relates, to make into coflee. She bad 
never before aaen coffee, and he gave her 
no iastrQctiooB. She put the berries into 
a kettle with water and hung it over the 
fire to cook, every little while looking to , 
see it they greff* soft. In dispair aho 1 
served them at meal time, saying to Col, 
Putnam, "I have cooked that cotlee a long 
time, but cannot make it grow soft, and I ' 
am afraid you wou't like it." What reply ' 
the Colonel made, "TraditiOD sayeth not," ' 
or whether he "liked It" as a Joke, the 
record is silent. 

Tbe people ot the place drew np a peti- , 
tlon to the general court and entrusted it | 
to Col. Putnam to present, praying to be I 
relieved of heavj' taxes occasioned by the 
Revolutionary war which they were not! 
able to pay, and the petition proved stic- 
oesstul. Col, Putnam ettected the first 
white settlement in what is now the great 
state of Ohio, at Marietta, on April 7,| 
1788, by people mostly led by him tronl 
Essex coanty, Mass., twenty-two yearsi 
after tbe settlement was made at the island 
here at the Fore Falls. 

Cbpt. Joseph Wood's lot probably hi- 
clnded what was afterwards tbe Binclali^ 
lot, as there are found in the town recordc 
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certain allusioDs to Capt. Wood's point, 
distinctly from the point Bt the Tide JfiUs. 
And in the boyhood of the writer a cellar 
was to be seen opposite the Sinclair 
house where once liad stood a house. 

The place opposite the BchoolhoQse, alter 
Capt. Wood had removed (rom it, most 
have been occnpied by his bod Israel, as on 
the land ware apple trees bearing the 
names o( "Joe Tree", "Hannah Tree," 
"Loie Tree," etc., named (or the children 
of Israel; they stili bora those names 
within the iremory ol the writer, whose 
father later owned the property. 

Israel Wood was bom in Beverly, Oct. 
27, na, and came with his father's family 
to the town in 1763. He married Pbebe 
Holt, daughter of Nicholas Holt, Sept. 24, 
1768; Bhe wag born Feb. 9, Ylbi; died Feb. 
12, 1S31; he died Nov. 13, 1800. Their chU-

When the old honse opposite the school- 
honse was taken down, there is no evi- 
dence at hand to determine. 

The Edward Sinclair place with the 
house now standing thereon was next to 
the place Just described. Edward Sinclair 
was born June 20, 1760, supposed st 
Beverly, where he died while on a visit 
May 19, 1827, aged sisty-seven years. He 
married Dec. 17, 1789, Mary Cftrleton, from 
Andover, a aiater of David, Dudley, 
Edward and Moses Carleton. She was 
bom Sept. 17, 1760, and died Jan. 1, 1S41, 
aged 80 years and iy, months. The writer 
remembers her well, and sat up with her 
body after her death, in company with 
John Chattean, as was the custom of those 



The Sinclair farm on the lower side of 
the road lay between the Cove and that of 
Marble Parker, and was bounded on the 
other side by land of Samael R. Candage, 
the curve ol the road, and land of Capt. 
Samuel Wood running over Oak hill to a 
woud lot and aheep pasture, containing a 
hundred acres or more. 

The house, a large square mansion ol 
two stories, psinted yellow, and with ft 
square roof, wbb Qtted for two families, 
Mrs. Sinclair, Maria and Dudley, her chil- 
dren, occupying one- half, and Capt. 
Edward, another son, and his family, ths 
opposite half, each having a side and back 
door, while in front was the door leading 
into the front hall and (rom that tlirougb 
doors either way to the separate apart- 
ments, with broad stairs to the upper 
chambers. It waa the ideal house, in the 
mind of the writer in boyhood. 

The family of Edward Sinclair, sr., 
beside himself and wife already described, 
consisted of the following children, viE. :

As the family record o( Edward Sinclair 
is not found at Blue Hill, it would suggest 
that his children were born elsewhere. 
Mr. Sinclair's name is not (ound until 
ISIfi, although he may have been in town 
before that date. The mansion house was 
probably built a tew years prior to his 
death in 1827. 

Edward Sinclair, his second child, born 
Dec. 13, 1792, married July 5, 18ZS, Eliza- 
beth Haskell, born in Beverly, Mass., 
April 20, 1800. Edward Sinclair, Jr., was a 
sea captain in his younger days, and later 
removed to Aroostook county with his 
family, where|.he died. 

In the youth of the writer he resided in 
half of his mother's house (his father 
being dead) wliere his children were bonk 
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The oth^ half w b oocapied by bU 
mother, hb sister Maria and brother 
Dudley, who carried on the farm. In 
that halt the ctirpenteri and workmen 
upon veawla built b; the Bindalr'a were 
boarded and lodged. 

When the bark "Virginia" wag being 
ba-.lt, a Col. Haskell, trom Qlouceater, 
Mass., was the blacksmith that fitted hei 
ironwork. He was a good workman, a 
bachelor, bat fond of a gljss at grog. The 
vessel was laanched on the Fourth olJnly, 
■o the Colonel, being patriotic, celebrated 
In the manner of those days, and took as 
much grog sa he could carry to the house 
ooDTenlently, and seated himHelt at the 
dinner table. 

The grog he had taken began its work 
and he imaginsd hs was watching the 
ship start from the ways. "There, she 
goes," said he, leaning to one side. 
"There she goes", andieanlng further over 
lost his balance and went sprawling under 
the tatile, from which position he was 
nuable to rise without the help of the 
others about the table and then to be 
helped to his bed. 

Dndley Sinclair was a good-natured 
bachelor who liked boys, always had a 
kind word for them and they in torn were 
fond ol him. He told tbem stories, fished 
with tliem, knew where berries were to be 
found and was as companionable as 
though of their age and sUe. The writer 
looks back upon the time when he shared 
bis friendship and enjoyed his companion- 
•hip, as bright periods In bis early tile.

At this writing none of the blood OK 
name ot Sinclair resides at Blue Hill. 
Dudley Sinclair sold the farm to Otis Rob- 
erts, after his brother Edward and family 
removed to Aroostook, and went to 
Bocldand, Me., where he died at a good 
age. Mr. Boberte sold the place to Harvey 
Conary, who, with his wlte, lived some 
years upon it, and there died, leaving a 
son and daughter. The son has half the 
farm and lives in a house built by him 
near by. The old house and part of tha 
land went to his sister, the wife of Burt 
H. C^udage, son ot Robert Parker and 
Sarah E. Candage, who still owns it. The 
old house has been kept in repair and is 
the finest residence in the Tide Mill dis- 
trict. 

THB HABBLB PABEBB PliAOK 

is the next, the house, barn and farm all 
lying o'n the right or eastern side of the 
old stage rood, with a back pasture and 
wood lot beyond the Candage and Sinclair 
pastures and mill island already spoken 
ot. Thjs description fits a time seventy 
years ago when a gambrel- rooted bonee 
stood upon the site of the one now stand- 
ing, with well curb and old style sweep 
located a short distance trom it. 

What year the old house was built can- 
not now be determined, but 'twas some 
yeare before ISOO. The lot ot land that 
went with it was probably taken up by 
Peter Parker, sr., who came trom Ando- 
ver, Maas.,toBlueHiUinl76B. He was a 
brother of Col. Nathan and Robert Parker, 
and was bom at Andover Jan. 8, 1741; 
married Phebe Marble June 6, 1766, She 
was bom July 20, 1744; died Oct. 1, 1806. 
He died October 24, 1822, aged eighty-one 
years, ten months and twenty-three days.

Mar tilB Parker was the lixth child ol his 
parents, bom July 1, 1775; married Han- 
nah Lovejoy. September 17, 1798. Bhe waa 
born OctoQer 16, 1778; died July 13, 1847. 
He died December 17, 1866, ol cancer, aged 
ninety-one years. He was taU, ot large 
liame and coarse features, with a promi- 
nent Boman nose. His wife, on the con- 
trary, was short of stature, diminutive in 
size and of delicate figure. The writer's 
father said olher: "She is vecy short when 
standing, but tall as the average woman 
when sitting," Another way of express- 
ing the fact, that her body was ot the 
usual length, but her limbs were very 
short. Mr. Parker's voice and presence 
were not magnetic, but repelled children 
ol the neighborhood, while Mrs. Parker 
had a mild, persuasive Toioe and a winning 
■mile that were attiacttTe. 

Mr. Parker had In his orchard by the 
road, with branches hanging over the 
lenoe, an apple tree that bore very early, 
toothsome fruit. One day a boy passing 
■long picked op an apple from the road- 
side that bad fallen from that tree. Mr. 
Porker saw him, railed out to put it back, 
and then berated the boy for stealing, 
which wounded to the quick and left its 
sting In the wound. The boy bad been 
taogbt that BX)ples lying on the roadside 
were free to passers, and he had no 
thought that be was committing a crime 
by taking one or more from the ground. 

He told his companions ot the oocnr- 
rence. They took his side of the question, 
and It was arranged between them that 
they would go and gather the fruit ot that 
tree the next night. With bags to con- 
tain the apples, they BBsembled in the 
darkness when all was quiet, stripped the 
tree, took tlie apples to a not distant hajr 
loft, secreted them, and at their leisure 
feasted upon them. Shortly after that 
event the boys met Adonlram Day, then 
living at the Parkers, who related to 



them that the Indians, then camping apon 
dough's shore, had come at night and 
stolen all the apples ol that favorite tree. 
The boys said it was too bad, but said 
nothing more, thoughthey had apples to 
eat for weeks after. It was wrong for the 
boys thus to have acted, but whether right 
or wrong, they did what they considered 
they were justiQed io doing— sugar catches 
more flies (and more boys) than all the 
vinegar ever made from cider, or any other

The Packers were Baptists, and Marble 
Parker and his wife were members ot the 
Baptist ohoroh ol Blaehill, he Joining In 
1816 and hU father, Peter, in 1800, at its 
organ iiation. 

The present owner, David Friend, has 
sold the greater part of the Arker farm, 
retaining a few acres near the boose, the 
balance having gone to those interested 
in building summer cottages npon it near 
the bay shore.

Israel Wood was a great-srandsoti o{ Jos- 
eph Wood, and his wile a great-Krand- 
danghter of Jobn Boundy, the first set- 
tlers ot Bine Hill. Israel Wood and tamlly 
removed to EUswortb, where he and his 
wite died some yean after. Others h<ive 
occapled the place,'and at this writing It 
Is owned by a Chpt. Dnl^ and tamily. 

THB OLD SCHOOL HOUBE, 
tbe next bnilding upon the road, 
stood npon a ledge at the left comer of 
what Is now tbe shore road to Parker's 
Point. It was an old-style sqnare stmo- 
tore with aqoare roof, nnpalnted and 
ancient-looking, that bad been moved 
from lieyond Bragdon's tffoolc, its first 
location, sbont 1S30 or 1B3I. 

It was the first achool bntldin^, on its 
original site, where the writer attended 
•chool and afterwards npon this siU. In 
winter It was attempted to be heated by a 
wood fire In an open flre-plaoe, bnta tew 
teet from the fire it was as cold as a bam 
witli the cold wind passing onder tbe 
building and np tlirougb cracks in 'the 
floor which set the scbolars shivering 
with the cold, which, even the tfaonght of 
now, canses an nnpjsasant sensation to 
the writer. 

Moses FillBbnry was - the teacher tor 
years in that honse, and the school was a 
mixed one, containing scholars from four 
to twenty years of age. The writer cannot 
think of one beside himMlf now living 
who attended that school with him— yes, 
there is one, Almira Wood, now Mrs. J. 
*J. A. Bntler, of New York. Bhe probably 
would remember the incident of a dead 
crow being thrown down tbe chimney by 
boys outside, and tbe stir and smell it 
made in the schoolroom, when the feathers 
and flesh of tbe bird began burning, and 



(be anger ot Master Pillsbary at the trick 
played upon him and tbe school. 

The old solioolhonse took flre on ■ Sst- 
orday afternoon in 1833, and was entirely 
consumed, with no scholar to momm ita 
loss. Tbe writer was on tlte spot to see 
the last ol ite frame all aflre, tall and be 
consumed. A boy of the neighborhood, 
but not a native, was an at'endaat at that 
school and related to the writer nnder a 
promise of secrecy how the building took 
fire. As be has been dead many years and 
his name is not to be revealed, there Is 
BOW no harm In stating how the flre origi- 

He said that passing in the afternoon he 
went into the sohoolhonse. The &re of 
the forenoon was still smouldering In the 
flre-pioce. He thought at how he and 
oUiers hod snSeied with the cold therein, 
and the desire came to him to have it 
warmed np lor once, and then a better and 
warmer bouse wonld be built. 

He took a live coal from the embers, 
placed it In a crack In tbe floor, fanned It 
nntll the flre had good headway, then 
slipped out, fastened the door and made 
his escape down through the pastures in 
In rear and back to the highway and 
shoated flre with all his might. 

The result was the total destruction ot 
the old house and the erection of a better 
and warmer one upon another site nearer 
the tide mills. Great was tbe wonder 
how the old honse took flre~two boys 
only knew the secret as above. No one 
ever mentioned that boy's Dsme in con- 
nection with its destinctioo, and ontll 
now, lor more than seventy years, the 
writer has kept tbe secret committed to 
bim. 



and place next to the old schoolbouse site 
the writer well remembers. The bouse 
was built by Hr. Sawyer, tbe shoemaker 
from Biddeford, who flrst worked in the 
neighborhood lor John Cheever. Mr. 
Sawyer married a Miss Cnrtls tor bis first 
wife; she died and he married her sister 
for a second wile. He bailb this honse 
previous to 1810, the exact date the writer 
does not know, and lived in it a nnmber 
ot years, then removed to the Tillage and 
later from the town.

SamaelWood, the head of thia fam- 
ily, was a farmer and a highly roEpeoted 
man, whom the writer well remembers.

They flahed (or tront, gunned 
for partridges and played games together. 

All of the family have left town or died 
years ago, and the place, after the death of 
Simeon P., paaaed into other tiands. The 
farm »nd pastoies oooupied both sides of 



the main ro*d and extended over the hill, 
including more tl»a a hondred acres. Be- 
fore the death of Us lather, SimeoD 
Parker Wood married Lnoy H. Powers, 
Dec. 2Q, 1839, and brought her to the old 
homestead to reside. After his father's 
and mother's deatlu be polled down tha 
old house and bnilt the one now standing 
on the old site. In his earlier days he was 
aland surveyor, bat after marriage carried 
on the farm. 

He was a Idndly man, fond of boys, and 
the iMys (tl tlie neighborhood were fond of 
him. At one time he kept a shop in tha 
old honse, and among other things Iia 
sold were Malaga cask raisins at six cents 
per pound. The boya bought raisins ot 
h<m which, as was oommoa, had a good 
share of stems among them. They said to 
him, "Mr. Wood, what do yon ask per 
pound for raisina with the stems taken 
outT" "The same prloe," said he. A boy 
said, "I'll take a pound." Mr. Wood pro- 
ceeded to weigh them in the usual manner, 
after which he piclced out the Bteme. Then 
he said to the pnrotiaaet, "Don't yon 
think I ought to take toll for picking out 
the atemsT" upon which he took some, ato 
them and lianded over the rest, which all 
thought was a good Join. 

Another time he went Ashing tor had- 
dock oil the Falls In a boat by himself, 
and the writer and bis two brothers went 
in another boat and anchored near bim. 
Mr. Wood had poor look; the boys good 
luck. They all landed and the boys threw 
out and counted their fiah, which nnm- 
bered thirty-nine. Mr. Wood stood by 
watching eagerly the count, with his 
single haddock in his hand. When tlia 
boys tlirew down their last fish and said 
"thirty- nine" he threw bli one on to 
the pile in triumph and shouted "forty." 
"We have not done bad, have wo boysT" 
The t>oys appreciated the Joke and said, 
"Mr. Wood, take as many of the flsb m 
yon want," and be took tliem.

Beyond tbe bill, Samoel Wood, brother 
o( Blmeon P., ballt a bonae and bam aboat 
1833 in which be lived a bachelor's life 
nntd 1837, when he sold ont and wont to 
MonmoQth, 111., where he settled, mar- 
ried; bad children; bacanto mayor ol the 
place and a man of means and Infloenoe, 
■nd where he died at a good age. 

The writer well remembers.bim and hia 
bachelor home npon the hill, which he 
frequently visited when a boy, for like bis 
brother Simeon, he was fond of boys and 
young company. 

Capt. Merrill Dodge bonght tbe place, 
removed to it with hie family from Long 
Island, and lived there until his death, 
after which the hoose and barn wen 
torn down.

WUllam Jaaper, the second 
son, followed the sea and made a voyag« 
before the mast in ship Electric Spark of 
which the writer was master, from Boston 
to San Francisco In the '60s. 

Isaac Parker, the father, waa a sailor, 
and rose to oommand a coasting vessel in 
early life, but gave it op after marriage, 
except an occasional trip, and settled 
down to the life ot a farmer. He mada 
tlie trip to Boston with the writer once In 
schooner "Bdward" and again In the 
brig "Equator" when she was new, in 
1860, the writer being in command. 

Beyond tlie t>onnds of thla farm on the 
highway is Bragdcn's liroolc, where boys 
flshed lai tront sixty and seventy years 
ago, with twine lor a line, bent pins for 
hooks and worms tor bait. It seems but 
yesterday to the writer that he waa thus 
engaged, and he almost leels the thrill of 
satistaotion again tliat went tlirough hia 
veins when he hooked and landed a tiny 
trout the like ot which would require a 
dozen tor a hungry l>oy's breakfast. 

At the mouth ol the brook where it 
empties into the bay, at smelting time 
in the spring ot the year, thay had better 
oatohes ot larger flshes. The old sohool- 
honse stood lialt way between the 'irook 
and Ciongb s hUl, on the right. That waa 
the honse moved to the Tide Mill district 
and burned as i>ef ore related. 

The writer Qrst attended school In the 
old house upon its original site, was pres- 
ent when it was moved, and remembers 
well as it was being hanled up the hill at 
Bamnel Wood's that Robert Boberlson, 
who was there, cslled out to the boys to 
"puss, trays, puss," meaning to push be- 
hind and help the oxen with tlieir load. 
He was a Welchman by birth, and his 
artlcnlatlon not always the clearest. 
"Pn»s, boys, puss," was a by-word among 
the school boys for a long time alter the 
event here narrated. 
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Hare properly ends tbe daacriptlon of 
the Tide MUI district vtiera tbe settle- 
ment o( tlw town began and its early 
history centres, but we slidU keep on, Kail 
goea weil, nntil we reach the village, and 
Miter that fuctheT considec the advisability 
qI continuing the subject. 

The shore road to Pailcer's point and 
▼Ulage, M now laid oat, did not exist, thers 
being a foot path aoroas flslds and pas- 
tnres only, and II leqniied to go there by 
team, oz or horse, one turned oil from tiie 
main toad at or near Prederidc Parker's 
bam to reach the point. 

Over the old path wlilch loUowed tbe 
direction of the present roadtlie boys of 
three score years ago traveled In search of 
ooorns in the antntnn, for "sliTerlng" Sr 
trees in spring and visiting Indian camp* 
at Cioogh's sliore. They had to olimb 
OT«r bis lenoes or throogh bora in their 



Peootnool Indians were In the liabit ot 
eomplng npon tbe shore In sommer, where 
they shot seals, flsbed, uid the squaws 
made and sold baskets. Some winters they 
remained at that locality, where the boys 
•nd yoong people of tlu town visited 
Uiem, and were usually kiindly received. 
The Indians were fond ot stories and of 
•ongs, and the b«ywbO conld entertain 
them with either was a welcome guest to 
Uuircunps. 

Their biroh bark canoe*, models ot 
beaiity,symii>etry and lightness, were won- 
ders to tite boys, as they examined tliem 
m the ahcam or saw them paddled graoa- 
fnlly over the waters of the bay. The 
squaws were watched carefully as they 
dextronsly >roTe and formed their basketa 
ot strips of ash wood colored to suit their 
tanoy, while their "papooses" shyly eyed 
strangers and played tlieii games and ca- 
ressed the dogs which had a plaoe in every 

TnrttfcTi camp. 

For the boys that Ireqoented their 
oampa they liad names peculiar to their 
tongue and ot leoognized signifloanoe. 
One boy, with a florid complexion and 
very active, tliey gave the name ot "Ma- 
]a-]ag'a-nnt", meaning "the red horse," 
and others had names given to:thein quite 
as appropriate bnt not now lield In mem- 
ory, Tbey were an inoffensive folk, and 
were weioomed to the town by the people, 
among whom tliey freely mingled. 

The flnt house one saw on his way to 



the point was tliat of Hobert Robertson, 
built about 1831), and ettU standing. Mr. 
RoberCaon was a sailor in bts younger 
days, married his wire at Deer Isle, where 
it is supposed his children were born, and 
than removed to the Tide Mill district, 
where he resided some years before build- 
tng this house and locating here. 

During the time ot the "embargo", about 
1811, Robert Means was master, Stephen 
Dortou, mate, Hobert Hobeitson, Samuel 
Uorse, jr., Wallace Hinckley, Lemuel E. 
D. Peters and Samuel B. Candage, tbe 
writer's lather, were the crew of brig 
"Fern", the shipping articles tor the same 
being In possession of tbe writer. Their 
companionship was warm, true and most 
oordlal thruogh life, and when tliey met it 
waa a treat to those who listened to the 
aoconut of their sea life. 

The family record ot Mr. Rolnrtaon 
la not found at Blue HIU, bnt the oliUdren 
were Jane Orover, daughter ot Urs. Bob- 
ortson by a former hnsband, who married 
Zeiotes dough; Ann, who msrried Capt. 
Foster Hardin, and sons Oeorge, John, 
Robert and WiUUm. 

Mr. Bot>ertson died many years ago, and 
his widow on March SB, ISSC, aged seven- 
ty-tonr years. An acoount ot the sons, 
George and Jolin, has already Iteen given, 
and their families. 

Robert was a sailor and was lost at sea 
while mate of brig "J. Bandolpb Mar- 
tin", Capt. Anson Darling, she never hav- 
ing I>ee& heard from after sailing tram 
Bott«rdam tor Boston in 1844. Hewasnot 



William M. Robertson, the youngest 
son oE Robert, sr., married Elixat>eth Jana 
Qrlndle, daughter ot Giles J. Orindle, by 
whom he had twelve children, via. ; Mary 
Ann, Jane Sophia, Robert H., William 
Stevens, Sarah Brawn, Giles Edslay, Ad- 
dison Parker, Ednsh Newella, Emma 
Frances, Franklin, Cliaae Meltlah and 
Blnclcley Thomaa. 

Sbortly alter bis marriage in 1842, ha 
built a house near his father's, wliere he 
lived up to the time of his death a tew 
years ago at about eighty years i^ age.

After the death of Etobert Robertson and 
wife, his house was occupied by Chpt.

Mra. w«»m»*i Parker died Jane 8, 186S, 
and Isaac her hnsbaud Hay 16, 1877, aged 
ntnety-flve years. He waa an indastrioua 
and trogal tarmar, Hla farm, poaBeaaing* 
soil eailly cultivated, waa located on tha 
point between the two bays, a spot not 
enrpaaaed in beauty elaewhare In town, 
which has brought it into prominence as K 
summer ooltaga reaort. 

The writer knew well both Hr. and 
Mrs. Parker, whose children were hla 
schoolmatei, and he often vlstt«d theli 
home where it waa his prlvilega soma- 
tlmns to remain over night. 

Hr. Parker was a gentlemanly man with 
pleasing manners which won for him tlw 
sobriquet of "Lord Isaac," and by which 
he waa known thronghont tha town and 
vicinity. Hs was a memtrar of the ohnreh 
and punotnal attendant apon tha preaoh- 
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Ing ol Father FlBher and hii aooMBaon in 
the pulpit ol the old and the new Congre- 
gtttional ehorchei o( the town. 

The wiitec well ren embers him at llie 
old oboich where he broaght his lanch 
knd ate it between morning and afternoon 
aervLces, aa was the CDHtom of those living 
at B distance from the meeting hoase. 

One Sunday noon, during the life o( the 
Did meeting hooie, the writer with other 
boya went to the saw mill in the village to 
■ee a new torblae water wheel that had 
been tntrodaoed there, and npon return- 
ing from under the mill in passing over a 
pile of Inmber a part gave away and be 
fell, striking upon his laft arm breaking 
one of the bones above the wrist. 

He walked np to Dr. Tenny's house to 
have his arm set and splinted. Mr. Parker 
heard of the accident and came to the 
doctor's house t« see aboat it, and was 
present when the broken bone was being 
aet. As the doctor polled and strolced tlia 
Km in Betting, the patient winced and 
cried out in pain, and Mr. Parker, oat of 
kindness of his heart, said, "Doctor, do be 
(sarefnl, for yon mast see how maoh yon 
hurt the young gentleman." * 

To be called a young gentleman waa 
•alve to the feelings of tl)e patient, and 
nearly neutralized the pain he was snller- 
ingat the time. The arm was cared tor, 
and the writer made bis way boma with it 
In a sling from which it was not treed for 
Mveral weeks. 

Atter the death ol Mr. Parker, bis farm 
was sold to Hr, Bweet, who came from 
Salem, Alasa. The old bouse baa l>een re- 
modeled and placed upon another founda- 
tion, and muoh of the farm sold for inm- 
sner cottages. The cottages and owner* 
ivpon the Parker farm which are modem, 
it is not the writer's intention to describe, 
be leaving that to tie done by some one of 
the present dny historians of the town. 

Passing on from Parker's point toward 
the village, sixty or more years ago, one 
•fould next coma to a house and idaoa 
ihen owned and known as the Charles 
Oolbumplaoe.

Ut, Stover waa not 
a Brst-clasB carrier, his leather losing in 
Unow water ltd coloF and taming gray, 
fchich led Boberl Btibert^n, ar., to call it 
"Jerry's tripe". Before his deatU he gave 
Ap that bratlch 61 bnalneafl, and devoted 
bimseit to farming. The farm wa« upon 
the west Bide of the road between Aaa 
Caoagh and John Oloogb, and not of large 
dimenaions.

which only death was able to eevei. 

Capt. Clough ployed the flageolet, which 
was a source of pleasure to the boja who 
* bad an ear or fancy for music. The halls, 
rooms and chambers ot that house carry 
the writer ImcIc to the years ot his child- 
hood, and with the eye ot memory he 
sees the occupants as they were then, and 
with the ear oE imagination he hears their 
voices in conversation and the sound ot 
the liautboy mingling their musical notes 
of gladness. 

THB NBWTON OTOVBH HOPBB! AND FI^OB, 

a little farther along, and upon the other 
side ot the highway, is the next to claim 
attention. It was bnilt by Newton Stover, 
the son of Jeremiah, sr., about 1S31, and 
was originally plastered upon the outside 
instead ot being clapboarded, bnt finding 
in after years tliat plaster did not stand 
the climate well, it was clapboarded over. 

Newton Stover's wife was a dauchter of 
"Deputy" IDodge, ot Bedgwiclc, whom he 
married in 1S31. They resided in this 
house ten or more years, and then removed 
to Bedgwiclc village, where Mr. Stover 
cootioaed to reside until his death at an 
advanced age. 

In this house his first child, Almira 
EmUy, was born March II, 1832. Whether 
they had other chUdren or not the record 
is silent, and the writer does not know. 

Mr. Stover was a member ot the Baptist 
cbarch,as were all tlte Btover's ot that 
family, and essentially a religions man. 
He was the writer's teacher in the Sunday 
scitool held in the soboolhouse at the Tide 
Mills, and the wriUr can testify to his 
earnestness and zeal in ttiat work. The 
tones ot his voice, the expression ot his 
face and tlie earnestness with which he 
applied the scripture lessons in his teach- 
ings, rise np in the mind of the writer, as 
proof ot what he aimed to do tor his cUsa. 

Capt. Jerry Jones is remembered by 
the writer as the next occupant of tbe 
house after Mr. Btover moved with hia 
family to Sedgwick. Capt. Jones was a 
sea-faring man, bom in Brookaville, mar- 
ried a daughter of Thomas Lymbnmer 
and came to Blue Hill to reside that bla 



wife might be near to her sister, Mrs. 
John Clongh, when he was away at sea. 

Capt. Jones llvedhere a number ot years, 
Jitst how many the writer cannot aay. 
After him otbera occupied the honse, and 
in 1869 Mrs. Caroline Walker and her two 
children, when the wrltAi spent a few 
weeks there with her. 

The house Is still standing and occupied, 
bat by whom the writer does not know, 
as it is the old residents and houses ot the 
town that he is engaged in describing. 

opposite tbe last described, now daima 
attention. Capt. Dodge was the bod ot 
Jonah Dodge, of Sedgwick, and brother 
ot Merrill and Jonah already spoken of. 
He was a sailor and sea captain, and in 
early manhood made a voyage in a ship as 
a foremast hand from Boston to Canton, 
China, and return, In the days when men 
who had made China voyages were tev oa 
compared with later years. 

Hearing him recice what he saw, cansed 
the writer when a boy to resolve to moke 
a voyage to that country when he became 
a man. The writer was cock wltb him for 
a trip or two in the old sloop "Fame", 
with wood cargoes for the lime-kilns at 
Bockland, and knew Capt. Dodge as a 
kindly and honorable roan. 

Capt. Dodge married Deborah Cnrtia, of 
Newbury Neck, and came to Blue Hill to 
reside in tbe "SOs, at aboot which time he 
built the bouse in question. Old houaea, 
like persons, liave an individnalily of 
their own, and were they empowered with 
speech, what interesting stories tliey 
could tell of the lives and characters ot 
their occDpsntsI The children ot Ezra 
and Deborah (Curtis) Dodge were:

The John Clough 
house was built by bim iu 1822, the year 
of hia tnarrlage to Jane LImebainer, ol 
BrookavUle, and in It he and bis wite took 
ap their residence wlien married, as it had 
been completed and lumlsbed in antici- 
pation of that event. It is still staudiug. 
John Clough waa the fourth child of As* 
Clongh, ar., bom Jan. 27, 1TB7; a stone 
maabn uid farmer. He was tor many years 
a highway larveyor of the town, and ae- 
ooonted to lie a Kood bnilder and repairer 
of roods and highways. 

The childrea of John and Jane (Ume- 
bnrner) Clongh were aa ft^ows:

THE H06S8 OABLBTOH PLAOB, 

on the Otber side of the road, nearly op- 
posite the John Clough honse, is the next 
to be described. Whether Moses Carle- 
ton buUt the hoase or not the writer can- 
not state positively, bnt be and his family 
lived thereafter removing from the Allen 
neighborhood, abont 1830, to the time Of 
his death la October, 183S, aged seventy- 
nine years. As his family record and his- 
tory has prevlontly l>een given, furtlier 
vemarlcs thereon are not needed here. 

Jonah Dodge and family lived in thla 
house for a few years before and after the 
death of Ur. Oarleton, and then removed 
to the Colbum place on Uie ahore of tha 
•*Little Bay" as abeady described. 

The next ocoapant of the honae waa 
Oapt. Bamnel P. Holt, aon of Samuel P. 
•nd Lydia (Lowell) Holt, t>om Sept. IS, 
1B20. He married Mary Jane, danghter of 
Joseph Jr., and Phebe (Holt) Osgood, 
Aug. 20, 1841. Bbe was bom Jan. 28, 1820; 
dh>d Jnna 4, ISBl. 

He was lu«nght up by his grandfather, 
Jededlah Bolt. He went to sea and i>e> 
oame m«ster of several Bine Hill vessel*, 
and died at the Bailors' Snng Harbor, 
Btaten Island, New York, fifteen or twen- 
ty years ago. His children, bom la this 
bouse, were Frank, bom April 10, 1845, 
and Mary Jane, bom Matoh SI, I860. After 
the death of his wife, Capt. Holt vacated 
the hoose and it was bought and occupied 
by Ingerson Mclntire, sou of JeienUab 
and I^ia (Knowles) Mclntire, 

He waa bom Dec, 11, 1822; married, 
fliat, EUizabeth Cousins, by whom he bad 
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B son Frank, bom March B, 1862. He mir- 
ried, Becoiid, Mehitabie VaniDin, who 
bore bim tonr children, viz.: Edward W., 
bom Sept. 22, 1838; a son, Bept. 7, 1860 and 
a daughter same date, both ot whom died 
in infancy, and Harvey Howard bom July 
9,1862. 

Hr. Hclntire took down the old house, 
and built npon its site the two-atoty 
honse now slaoding and oconpied by his 
son and family. 

The writer remembers Mr. and Mm. 
Morse Carleton, their daughter Poll; and 
■on Samuel, Jonah Dodge, wife and chil- 
dren, Capt. Samoel P. Holt and wife and 
Ingerson Mclntiie, all occupants of this 
place and all gone tn their rest. 

He remembers, too, the yellow birch 
trees standing by the roadaide just north 
ot the house, which in the summer ol 
1901 appeared to bim about as they did 
seventy or more years ago when he was a 
lad, and he thought ot the surroandiug 
changes while they seemed to preserve 
their vitality. 

THB JOHireOM WOOD PLAOB 
Is the next to claim attention and a de- 
scription. I'he bonse was built by John- 
son Wood sometime ttetween 1830 and 
1835. Mr. Wood was the son of Robert 
Haskell and Mary (Coggins) Wood, and 
was bom July 20, 1790; his father having 
been the son of Joaeph Wood, the first 
settler of the town. 

Johnson Wood married Hnnnnh p, 
Peters, Jan. at, 1827, daughter ot Jeremiah 
and Sally Peters. She was bom Nov. 19, 
ISOe, and died Nov. 6, 1870. He died Aug. 
31, 1861, aged seventy-one years. The 
names and births ot tbelr children wera 
as follows:

two-story house upon the left of the road 
with a fine lawn in trout; the bam, now 
gooe, stood on the opposite side of the 
road. Just when this honse was built is 
not known to the writer, but it was prob- 
ably OS early as 1820. 

The farm connected with the house and 
tiam extended on both sides of tlie main 
road for some distance, and viras probably 
that ot Bobert Parker, Frederick's father, 
who came to the town from Andover, 
Mass., abODt 1765. 

Bobert Parker was bom March 13, 1746; 
married Ruth, daughter ot Joseph Wood, 
the arat setUer, Nov. 29, 1773. She was 
bom in Beverly, Mass., Dec. IS, 1753; died 
Jan. 20, 1825, aged seventy-two years. Her 
husband died Feb. 12, 1818, aged seventy- 
three years. He was a brother of Peter 
Ezra and Col. Nathan Parker. The chil- 
dren of Bobert Parker were:

It 
lay idle after that nntil bought and put in 
repair by Mrs. Kline, of Cleveland, O., 
whose Bister and family use it for a sam- 
mer home. 

TSK QBOBGH CBOA.TB PIAOD, 

a half mile west In the rear of the Fred- 
ericlc Parker boose, ia the next to be con- 
■idered and described. That place lay 
away from the main road, and was reaclied 
by (oUowIuK a cart-path across field or 
pasture of Ur. Parker, througti fcMee and 
bare. It consisted o( a one-story honse, 
painted red, a small barn and a tew acres 
ol land. Whether Mr. Choate built the 
house or that It is rtlll standing the writer 
does not know. [This house was supposed 
to have been built by a Mr. Davis.] 

Hr. Choate was born in Newburyport, 
Mass., about 17TS, learned the trade ol 
house carpenter and Joiner, and went to 
Deer Isle, where he married and resided 
previous to his occapanoy ol this place. 
He cams to Blue Hill prior to 1S40; died in 
18G8, aged eighty or over, and hi* wife died 
In 186Z, aged eighty or over. 

Their children, oonelsting of one son 
and several daoghters, were born at Deer 
Isle. The son, named Qeorge, died in 
childhood; one daughter married Amoa 
Carter, another married Bamuel Hall, the 
youngest married Abel Towne, and an- 
other daughter married and lived at Deer 
Ule. 

Mr. Choate was an original man In his

The boys sometimea dulled his sawn and 
tools by nsing them without permission, 
so he said to tham, "Boys, If I catch you

He was an early riser, often up at 2 
o'clock in the morning, saying that foor 
or five hours sleep was all he required. 
He built a barn for the writer's father 
somewhere about 1S3S, and he would walk 
from his boose while doing so and be on 
hand tor breakfast at S o'clock- 
One morning, breakfast being ready, 
the mother of the writer said in his hesi- 
ing, "I wish the boys wontd get up and 
eat breakfast with ns wliile it is nice and 
warm."

He went to the toot of tlu 
chamber stairs and shouted, "Come down 
here, quick, boys, the liack room is all on 
flrel" The boys, of whom the writer was 
one, jumped out of bed and ran down In 
their night clothes to find their parents 
and Hr. Choate seated in the dining-room 
without showing any anxiety or alarm. 

When asked wiiere the Are was, Ur 
Choate answered, quietly: "In the fire- 
place, boysl" The boys went back to 
their beds muttering imprecations npon 
Mr. Choate, but finally took it good- 
naturedly as a Choate joke. 

The writer was a favorite vnth Mr. 
Choate on account of his name and age, 
which corresponded with those of hia 
dead son Qeorge. He on mora than one 
occasion helped blm plough, plant, and 
hoe his garden, on which occaaious he V 
would have the help of his '*hired man"— 
a Jng of New England mm. With all hia 
Jokes and eccentricities, Ur. Choate was • 
favorite with young people, and he was 
fond of their company and society.

Annie Wood was tbe daughter of Israel 
Wood, ar., and granddaughter of Joseph 
Wood, the first Bettier. She waa bom 
near the Tide Mills, Deo. 21, 1776; was a 
tailoresa, never muried, and resided In 
the old house above mentioned with her 
niece, Sally Savage, nntll her death by 
consumption In ISll. 

She did tailoring in the tan;lly of ttM 
writer's father for many yeara prior to 
her death, and it was Interesting to hear 
her and the writer's father, who bad been 
friends and acquaintances from childhood, 
talk over the aOalia of the early f amiliea 
Ot the town. They both had good mem-

Mr. Holt ontUved hta wits and aU hia 
children bnt Jonah. The writer remem- 
Iwta him aa an aged man, paat labor, with 
hia grandson, Ssraaei Fhelpa Holt, living 
with him in the old bouse tliat waa burned. 
He lived an honorabis and respected life, 
■aw the town grow from a half doien 
tamUieB to nearly 2,000 inhabltanta, and to 
be a place ot thrift, and owning a large 
number ot vessels bnilt In tlie town, be- 
side the granite and other indnstriea. His 
taim contained a good many acres on both 
Bides of the road, cleared, cultivated and 
used as fields and paatniea, which were 
Dovered by the primeval foreot when be 
flrst began work apon it. After Mr. Holt's 
death the place was sold to otiier parties. 

Mr. Atherton and family resided Uiers 
lor a nomber ol years, and then it passed 
into pOBSesBlon ot Miss Bffle Ober, daugh- 
ter ot Mrs. Atherton by a former husband 
—now Mrs. BSe Kline, ot Cleveland, 
Ohio, the present owner. 

The hoDse has bean so changed and Im- 
proved as not to t*e recognizable as the 
one In which Jedediah Holt spent the last 



years ot his lite, and wliere lie died. It is 
now used tor a summer residence, for 
which It Is well adapted, having large 
ground and a dellghtlul view of the bay, 
islands and Mt. Desert HiUs. 

From this house one passes by Dodge's 
woods on the right, where lioys of the 
writer's day went to gather beechnuts in 
the tall of the year, there being no build- 
ings on either side of the road at that 
time nntil after the tour comers of the 
rood were reached near tlie old meeting 

To-day there La one modern house npon 
the right, beside the Blue Hill inn, and 
one on the left, all modem and of little 
interest from a hiatorloaQ>olnt ot view. 

The view along that stretch ot road, of 
the monntain, a part ot the village, Peter's 
Point, the ridge of land beyond, the little 
bay, Parlcer's Point, etc.. Is truly line and 



The writer traversed that road many 
times in youth, in going to and from his 
homo at the Tide Mills to the old meeting 
house, the village, and to school at the 
academy, when every object, far and>ear, 
waa engraved upon his memory through 
lite, and every stone in oi beside the road 
were familiar to him, as well as the houses 
and their Inmates. 

THB OLD USBTDia HOTBB. 

On the north aide of the main road lead- 
ing from the (our comen to the village. 
Stood the meeting boose, built beloie 1800, 
and burned Sunday, Jan. 2, 1842. The 
writer well remembers It, and those who 
preached in It, from Father Fisher to tho 
time of Its destruction, and waa present at 
the flre that consumed it and aaw its 
frame, all ablaze, fall to the ground. 

There was a meeting house of some sort 
before this— one at or near theTlde Hills, to 
which allusion Is made in the town records 
and in which the church aeivioes were 
held after tlie church was organized in 
1772, ten years after Wood and Sonndy 
first landed In town and built their log 
cabins on the island near the Fore Falls, 
now called Mill island. 

JoBt where the meeting houae In the 
Tide Mill district was located, cannot now 
bedetermined, as tracea of It have not been 
preserved, but mention ot town meetings 
being held in it and ot repairs to It are 
fonnd noted In tlie town reoorda. The 
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firsl mention ol it was at the Morcli meet- 
ing of the town in 1772, when "The meet- 
ing by EUljoomment ia to be at the meet- 
ing house, the first Monday in May, at 3 
o'clock in the afternoon". 

Tlie settlement of the town grew in 
nnmbers and spread from the Neck and 
Tide Mill districts to the head of the bay 
and beyond, bo tliat the Orst meeting 
house wsB not centrally located, even it of 
Bufflcient size to convene the people, and 
there began an agitation for a new meet- 
ing honae to be built nearer the centre of 

At the anunal meeting of tbe town held 
Apra 6, 1780, it was "Voted, That the 
meeting honse shonid be on the main road 
at tlie north end of Mr. Obed Johnson's 
Lot & that the school house should be near 
it", . 

At a town meeting beld October i, 1790, 
"Voted, not to procure materials tor build- 
ing a meeting honse. Voted, not to choose 
a committee to proooie a meeting house 
lot." 

At a meeting of the town held April 26, 
Vm, it was "Voted, that the vote passed 
at their meeting April 6, 1790, respecting 
where the meeting honse should stand, be 
reconsidered. Voted, Tliat the meeting 
bouse shonid stand either on the road 
leading to John Qibbson's, or on Obed 
Johnson's land, or near Mile-mark hill. 
Voted, That the meeting house should 
stand near Obed Jotmson's. 

"Voted, Tbattbe meeting house should 
tw fifty feet long and forty feet wide. 
Voted, Tliat a hundred pounds should be 
raised on the town for the purpose o( 
building the meeting house. Voted, That 
a committee should be chosen to procure 
materialB to build said meeting honse and 
Inspect tiie same, also to fix on the spot 
where said meeting house will stand. 
Voted, That the committee shonid con- 
sist of five persons. Voted, That the 
following persons should compose said 
committee, Duiiel Spoftord, John Peters, 
Col. Nathan Parker, Bobert Parker and 
(Xpt. Joseph Wood. 

"Voted, That the town should appear 
on the spot where the meeting house is to 
stand, the first Tuesday in Jane next, in 
order to dear the same if tail weather, it 
not, the next lair day. Voted, That the 
committee appointed to procure materials 
t« bnOd a meetmg bonse shonid be tlie 



committee to carry the foregoing votes 
into execution. 

"Blue Hill, May 23, 1791. The Freehold- 
ers & other Inhabitants of the town 
having met at Col. Nathan Parker's, agree- 
able to the Warrant of the 9th inst., pro- 
ceeded to the following business, viz.: 
1st. John Ronody chosen Moderator to 
said meeting. 2nd. Voted, That the 
votes passed st the last meeting respectii^E 
where the meeting honse should stand 
should be reconsidered. Voted, That tbe 
meeting house should stand about twenty 
rods southwesterly of Col. Nathan Par- 
ker's house. Tlie meeting was then dis- 

It will be remembered by the readers of 
this account ol building the meeting 
house, that at that time the town was the 
pariah and the parish the town, and alt 
action taken In connection therewith bad 
to be taken in open town meeting. That 
the town was not disposed to act unad- 
visedly and hastily, the (oregoing votes 

At a special meeting of the town held 
January IS, 1792, it was "Voted, Tbe town 
having beard the report ol tbe Committee 
appointed to procure Materials tor build- 
ing the meeting honse agreed to accept 
the same." 

What the report was the records do not 
state. At the annual meeting ol the town 
held Monday, April 2, 1793, in regard to 
the meeting house it was "Voted, That the 
meeting house spot shonid be in the place 
last chosen." That was "20 rods south- 
westerly of Col. Nathan Parker's honse." 

At an adjouiment of the meeting noted 
above, held April 9, 1793, "Voted, That last 
vote respeoting where the meeting house 
should stand should be reconsidered. 
Voted, That the meeting honse shonid 
stand at or near where the Timber hauled 
for building said meeting honse lays." 

At the second adjoomment of this meet- 
ing at 2 o'clock p. m., April, 1792, "Voted, 
That the following articles should take 
place, vie:— Proposals tor training, board- 
ing and sblngling and underpinning the 
meeting house. 

"1st. the selectmen shall be empowered 
to hire a Master workman on as reason- 
able terms aa they can to be paid out of 
the Town treasury. 

"2d. The Selectmen shall with tbe ad- 
vice ol the Master workman, fix npon the

■■3d. The Selectmen etaail then proceed 
to divide the town Into aa many ClBBaea aa 
tbe; stiall think will beat convene the 
people, and ahall apportion to each Clais, 
agreeable to their valnation, one or more 
men lor the time being and aezvice neoea- 
aaiy with the valnation ot the same. 

"4th. The Selectmen sball be emi>ow- 
ered to laaae theii Warrant to the Con- 
stable to notity the said ClaaBca their pro- 
portion oi the workmen and the time and 
place said men maat attend to receive the 
directiona of the Master workman. 

"5th. The several ClaaaeB aholl be ob- 
liged to make a retnm to the Selectmen of 
the persons, names they have chosen for 
said purpose 6 days before the lime aet foi 
beginning taid work, and the Selectmen 
ahall be empowered to accept or object 
against the same aa they shall think best 
answers the pablic good. 

"Qtb. It any ol the claaaeB shall reliise 
or neglect to comply with the foregoing 
Articles, the Selectmen have power to 
direct the ConBtabla to collect the amoant 
of the same with additional expenses their 
neglect or refusal may occasion in the 
same manner as other taxes are collected 
on or before the expiration ot one 
month after the work begina, and the 
Selectmen shall hire such peraouB and tor 
aach time as will make good said de- 
ficiency. 

"Tth. The Master workman shaU be 
famished with a list ot the men who are 
to be nnder his direction and he shall 
mark the men deficient aa to time and 
labor and the Class to which he belongs 
shall be obliged to make good such de- 
ficiency. 

>>8th. The nnder workmen shall be 
set at tour sMlllnga per day. 

"9th. That each man so accepted bf the 
Selectmen shaU continne with the Sbstei 
workman until the bnsinesa tor which he 
Is sent shall be completed. 

"Voted. That the buUding of the meet- 
ing hoase ahoold be commenced the be- 
Kinningot the second week' in May Next. 
Voted, That a Committee be appointed to 
retire and bring in a report oi the sum 
neoesaary for bailding the meeting house. 
Ms. Dahibl Spopfood, 
Mb. John boundt. 
Mb. Edwabd oabijEtou, 
Committee tor the above parpose. 

The committee reported fifty ponnda. 



At a meeting ot the town held May 7, 
1792, "Voted, that the proposed method. of 
having* Porch In front of the meeting 
house be altered. Voted, not to have two 
Porches to the meeting hoase. Voted, 
That there should be one Porch at the east 
end ot the meeting house. 

"Whereas a number ot Persons having 
subscribed to fDrnlah timber sufficient to 
build an additional Porch at the west end 
ot the meeting house, Voted, That the 
same be built in like manner as the one 
already voted at the east end ot the meet- 
ing house. 

"Voted, That aeceasory rigginglshonld 
be providJed to raise the meeting ,^onse. 
Voted, That a person should be appointed 
to provide said rigging. Voted, That 
Capt. Joshua Horton be empowered to 
procnre said rigging. Voted, That an 
entertainment should be made,tor raising 
the meeting house at the town's expense. 

"Voted, That the selectmen be em- 
powered to procure one barrel ot rum, 
also molasses and sugar sufficient tor 
framing and raising the meeting house. 

"Voted, That the selectmen be em* 
powered to assess the several classes here- 
tofore established to send their proportion 
ot provisions tor the proposed entertain- 
ment. Voted that two men should be 
appointed to receive the said provisions. 

"Ebeu Floyd, Mr. Jona Darling, Chosen 
said Committee." 

"Voted, That those classes who do not 
send their proportien ot provisions shall 
be assessed the amount of the same in 
Money which shall be collected in like 
manner with other taxes, and they shall 
give notice thereof before said raising 
whether they will send the same or not. 

"Voted, That the Selectmen be empow- 
ered to procure such Persons as they shall 
think will best answer to lay the founda- 
tion ot the meeting house, and shall ba 
empowered to deduct the same out of their 
next Class bill tor boarding, provided It 
should exceed tbelr present proportion ol 
work on said meeting house." 

At a meeting ol the town held August 
37, 1782, it was "Voted, That the committee 
appointed to provide materials for build- 
ing the meeting house be deslied to im- 
mediately report to the selectmen the 
persona names who are delinqaent,and said 
selectmen are empowered to issue their 
warrant to the constable to oolleot such a 
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Bnm Qf Bald delinquent penons who do 
not dellvei the deficient orticleH within 
twelve dajv from the date heceot as aliall 
tu Bufflclent to proonie and deliver said 
articles st the meeting; honse storesaid. 

"Voted, That the Selectmen should hire 
Feraong to board and shingle the meeting 
house thli tall upon an reasonable terms as 
poB^ble. 

"Toted, That fifteen pounds be assessed 
npon the town for boarding and shingling 
the meeting house. 

"Voted, That the Selectmen be empow- 
ered to contract with some Person or Per- 
sons to mske tbe Window tramee and 
Bashes for the meeting bouse, to be paid 
lor oat of this year's Town tax. 

"Voted, That those Persons who are de- 
ficient in tbe several Classes should have 
their said deficient sums added to the tax 
([ranted at this meeting, sna those Persona 
who have overdone their said Proportions 
of said Class bills should hsve the same 
deducted from said tax." 

At an adjourned meeting held Septem- 
ber 8, 1798, it was "Voted, Covings of the 
meeting honse to have what is called a 
- double Cornish only -the weather boards 
to have a single Cornish— the Window 
frames to be made of thiolc boards with a 
large stool and Crown— tlie sashes to be a 
size larger than the common Sashes. 

"Voted, That the selectmen be amx>ow- 
ered to procure the Crowns for the Win- 
dows of the meeting house." 

At a meeting of the town held Nov- 
ember 2, 1793, it was "VoUd, That the 
Windows and Doors of the meeting house 
flbosld be boarded np this fall. 

"Voted, That the Stndds of the meet- 
ing house for the Windows should be al- 
tered to as to admit Baahes of 24 squares 
each ol 8 by 10 glass. 

"Voted, That the Selectmen should pro- 
cure four thousand feet ol clear boards for 
the meeting honse." 

There is nothing in the record to show 
the date of raising the meeting house, bnt 
the later records quoted make it qolte 
clear that it toolc place some time between 
August and November of 1792. Tradition 
states that every man, woman and child 
ol the town was at the raising. And tt 
has been aaid that a great induoement tor 
their being present was the entertainment 
provided for the occasion at the town's 
expense, including the barrel of mm. 



Blue Hill, April 1, ITSS-At a town 
meeting held on this dat«, "Voted, That 
the meeting house should be finished on 
the outside this year, complete. 

"Voted, That the body ol the meeting 
honse be painted a yellow stone color and 
the roof to be painted with oil, turpentine 
and Spanish brown. 

"Voted, that the selectmen see that tbe 
above woric is done. 

"Voted, That Sixty Pounds in addition 
to the Sums granted at this meeting should 
also be assessed npon the Town for the 
purpose Ol finishing the meeting honae, 
and other exigencies." 

Blue Hill, July 10, 1793— At a meeting 
Of the town held this day tt was '^oted. 
That the Town would Accept one Acre of 
Land offered by Capt. Joseph Wood and 
others tor the benefit of the Town. 

"Voted, That the Town Clerk be di- 
rected to record the Deed ol said I^nd 
with the thanks of this Town for this 
generous gratuity." 

Here follows in the town records copy 
of the deed: 

"Know all men by these Presents That 
we, Joseph Wood, Nathan Parker, Israel 
Wood, Robert Parker, Joseph Wood, Jr., 
Obed Johnson and Bobert Wood, of Bine 
Hill in tbe County of Hancock and Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, in Consider- 
ation of the Love and Oood will we bare 
to the said Town of Bine Hill and in 
Order to add to the beauty, utility and 
oonvenanoe of the meeting house in said 
town, do give, grant and convey unto the 
said Town of Blue Hill a certain piece of 
lAUd oontaiuing One Acre, situated, lay- 
ing and being in the Town aforesaid and 
bounded on each side of the road leading 
from the Main Boad by tbe meeting house 
aforesaid to Col. Nathan Parker's, by par- 
allel lines with the said road tram the 
Northeast end of the School Honae in 
said road to tbe line between Col. Nathan 
Parker's and Mr. Obed Johnson's, lor tbe 
purpose of making said road eight rods 
wide. Tbe Northern boundary of said 
lAnd to be in a Line with the back aide of 
the meeting house. 

"To have and to bold the same to tbe 
said Town of Blue Hill for the purposes 
aforesaid to their Use and Behoof forever. 
And we do covenant with the said Town 
their Agents or Attorneys that We are 
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lawtully seized in the Fee ol Ihe Premises 
tbtA they are tree ol ttU Incnmbnuaoea 
that We h&ve good Bight to give, grant 
and oooTey the same to said Town. And 
that We will wiirrant and defend the same 
to the said town, their Agents or Attor- 
neys attaiast the lawlal claims and de- 
mands of all Persons.

Blue Hill, September 9, 1793— At a meet- 
ing o( the town held this day it was 
"Voted, That the selectmen should pro- 
cure six thousand leet ol olesr boards, 
loor thousand feet ol merchantable boards 
and a snfllcient quantity ol Joist lor the 
gallery floors ot the meeting bonee, 
together with pople pillars lor the support 
ol the galleries. 

"Voted, That the porch doors be 
crowned with pediments In manner with 
the frontdoor." 

October TO, 1794, the town "Voted, That 
tlie selectmen dispose of the tar, glass, 
potty, empty casks and boxes left at the 
flnishing ol the outside ol the meeting

men cause the tool of the meeting honse, 
which was damaged in a late storm, to be 
repaired, and causa the windows and doors 
of said liouse to be secured and the gal' 
lery floors joists to be let in for the purpose 
ol piling the boards which have been pro- 

"Voted, That Mr. Edward Carleton be 
allowed three pence per light lor 300 lights 
of sashes delivered for the meeting house." 

Monday AprU 8, 1797, "Voted, That 
Oapt. Joseph Wood, Jr., Robert Parker, 
Phineas Osgood, Benjamin Friend and 
Ebenezer Floyd be a committee to lay be- 
fore the Town at their next meeting such 
plans for finishing the meeting house as 
shall occur to them and the consequances 
that may in their opinion reeolt from 
either to the advantage or diaadvantaise of 
the Town and which will be the best 
method." 

May 10, 1797, "Voted, That the Pews of 
the meeting house be sold at Public 
Vendue on the Second Monday of Sept- 
ember next in the following manner, viz : 
Tliey shall be set up without regard to 
their numbers or situation and struck off 
to the highest bidder. One qnaitei part 
ol what they sell tor shall In paid down, 
' another quarter part within three months 
after the work on the meeting honse has 
begun and the remainder when the Pews 
are finished. 

"Voted, That Ebenezer Floyd, Daniel 
SpoSord, and Capt. Joseph Wood, Jr., be a 
committee to lay before the Town on the 
day ol tlie appointed Vendue such differ- 
ent Plans ol tlie pews ol the meeting house 
as may occur to them. 

"Voted, That the Selectmen give notice 
o( the intended Vendue ol the Pews. 

"Voted, That the Selectmen provide a 
Person to do the duty of Bexton." 

September 11, 1797, the town passed the 
lollowing votes: 

"Tliat number five of the Plan ot Pews 
presented by the committee appointed lor 
tliat purpose be observed in finishing the 
floor of the meeting honse. Tliat tJie 
Pews l>e built without balustrades. That 
two pair ol Stairs lie built to ascend 
the Pnlpit as represented in Flan No. 6. 

"Ttiat ten per cent upon the price ol the 
Pews be paid down, instead ot the quarter 
part Yot«d to be paid at the last meet- 
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"That one-ball the price ot PewB BhaU 
be nude op and paid in by the Drat Mon- 
day in April next and if mit paid in as 
aforesaid then the ten per cent advanced to 
be forfelUd." 

"That the Selectmen have powel to bid 
off the Pews to be sold at Vendue this day 
for the benefit ot the Tonn if It shall ap- 



mlttee to diapose ot the money arising 
the meeting hoase as they shall deem 
most tieneficial to the Town. 

"That, whereas this Town have been at 
considerable expense in bnilding their

Note —The Congregational meeting house 
containing the pews above mentioned was 
bomt to the ground Janaaiy 2, 1842. It 
took Are from the stove about 9 o'clock 
Sunday morning. 

Blue Hill, April 2, 1798.— The town voted 
"That a Porch be built in front of the 
meeting house and that the building the 
same be left with the meeting house com- 
mittee and Master workman." 

"Voted, That Plan No. 1 of Ihe Gal- 
leries and port of Plan No. 3 as repre- 
sented by said Plans be observed in fin- 
ishing the meeting house. Flan on file. 

"Voted, That the Gallery Pews be sold 
after tbe meeting houss is finished. 

"Voted, That the Paw seats be hung 
(with hinges) at the Town's expense. 

"Voted, That the Pulpit pillars, posts 
and front of the Gallery be painted. 

"Voted, That the Polpil and Deacon's 
seats be finished as the meeting house 
Committee and Master workman shoU 
think best. 

''Voted, That such parts of the meet- 
ing house be finished first ss the Master 
workman and Committee shall agree. 

"Voted, That itbe forfeited Pews, it 
any, shall be sold by the Committee for 
finishing the meeting house the second 
Tuesday in June next. 

"Voted, That those Persons who do not 
make up and pay into the Town's Treas- 
orer halt the price of the Pews this day, 
shall pay five Dollars down and make the 
said half at or before the 2d day ot Jane 
next, or forfeit their Pew, the ten per 
cent, advanced at the time of the sale and 
the five Dollars paid this day." 

At the adjonnunent of the above meet- 
ing bald Tuesday, April 3, 1798, "Voted, 
That any Person who hos bid oft a Pew in 
Blue Hill meeting house and shall neglect 
to make up and pay in the snm which said 
Pew sold tor whan the said Pews are fin- 
ished shall forfeit said Pew and ten per 
cent, upon the value ot same and the re- 
~ the sum which had been ad- 
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vanoed shall ba retumad within lourteen 
daya after said lorfaitue." 

"Voted, That the meeting hoase Com- 
mittee advtae with the Master norkman 
on the meetinK hoaBe respecting the bnild- 
ing a Bridge over the Fote Falls and re- 
pott hie opinion. 

Bine Hill, September 3, 1789.-At a reg- 
niarl7 called town meeting held this day 
it was "Voted, That a Type or Bonnding 
board be made and bang Ov«r the Palpit. 

"Voted, That the Porch be bnUt with a 
compass root. 

"Voted, That there be three doors made 
to the Poroh. 

"Voted, That the altering of the Pol- 
pit window be at the Town's expense. 

"Voted, That the Gallery Pews be sold 
the first Monday in Octot>er next, at one 
o'clock in the afternoon on the loUowing 
conditions, viz : Five Dollars to be paid 
down lor each Pew— Two-thirds of the 
price of each Pew to t>e made up and paid 
in within eight months after the day of 
sale, or the purchaser to forfeit his Pew 
and ten per cent, upon the value of the 
same and tlie remainder to be paid in 
within one year from the day of sale or 
the Few to be forfeited and twelve per 
cent, upon the price thereof." 

"Voted, That the meeting hoose Com- 
mittee advertise and tell the Caliery Pews 
on the above conditions. 

"Voted, That the meeting honse Com- 
mittee sell at pnblic vendue the articles 
which may l>e left after finishingf the 
meeting house. 

"Voted, Tltat the Steps into the meet- 
ing hoase be made of planlc." 

Blue Hill, November 5, 1798.— At a town 
meeting held this day "Voted, That the 
vote passed the 3d of September respect- 
ing building the Poroh in front of tlis 
meeting house with a compass root t>e re- 
oonstdered." 

At the annual meeting of the town held 
April 1, I79B, "Voted, That the root of 
the meeting house be laid over with a 
Composition of tar, charcoal, sand, etc., 
after the prinoipal leaks have been criti- 
cally searched and stopped and the leaks 
on the sides and corners be prevented by 
new boards and painting as it may appear 
to require for the preservation of the 

"Voted, That tlie ground round the 
g house be leveled and drained and 



that the necessary labor therefor be appor- 
tioned to each Highway district. 

Voted, That Beaben Dodge, Capt. Jo- 
seph Wood, Jr., and Blwneier Floyd be a 
Committee to tjupsrintend the work of the 
meeting house. 

"Voted, That the above Committee Su- 
perintend the leveling and draining the 
grounds round the meeting honse." 

At an adjournment of the toragfoing 
town meeting it was "Voted, That the 
Town Treasurer be and is hereby author- 
ized and directed to make ont and legally 
ezeoute a Deed by the First of June next 
to those Persons who have bought the 
lower floor tor Pews of the Blue TTlll meet- 
ing house, in due form of law, describing 
to each on one Deed, the number of bis 
Pen^with the price thereof and cause the 
same to be recorded in the county records. 

"Voted, That those Persons who shall 
not pay In the balances due from them for 
lower floor Pews, by the last of June next, 
shflJl be excluded by the rreasarer from 
said Deed together with the number and 
price thereat. 

"Voted, That the thanks of this Town 
be given to tlie Rev. Jonathan Fisher for 
his generous Freewill otfering to tlie 
House ol the Lord." 

What the "generous Freewill otfering 
totheHoa8eottheLord"oonBistedot, the 
record does not state. 

Bine Hill, AprU T, 1600.— At the annual 
meeting of the town held on the above 
date, "Voted, That the Selectmen see 
that the roof of the meeting honse be le- 
paired as voted. 

"Voted, That fltty days' work be as- 
sessed upon the Town tor the porposo of 
leveling and draining the ground round 
the meeting house and that It be appor- 
tioned and wcsked ont Ithe same as was 
done the lost year. 

"Voted, That all chinks on the inside 
ot the root ol the meeting house be 
pointed with lime mortar. 

"Voted, That fifteen Dollars be assesBod 
npou the Town tor the purpose ot paint- ' 
Ing the root ot the meeting honse." 

"Voted, That the Sexton's oSlce be set 
up to the lowest bidder. The toilowing 
duties are expected ol the Sexton. He is 
to open the doors ot the meeting honse on 
all pnblio days ol Worship and he is to 
secure the same immediately after ser- 
vices. He is to keep the doors olew ol 
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snow on all pDbllo days ot Worship. He 
ia to clear the meeting honas ot all StovOB, 
after Mirlm on pnbllo days ot Worship, 
and is to supply the Baptism bMon with 
water when ueceBBacy. The Sexton's of- 
fice was Btmok off to Obed Johnson tor 
six Dollars, to be paid him by the Town." 

At a town meeting held Hay 1, 1800, it 
was "Voted, That the Gallery Pens which 
remain the Town's property be soJd at 
Public Vendne at socb time and place as 
the Selectmen shall notlly the sale thereof, 
on the following oonditlons, viz.: ten per 
cent, npon the price of each Pew shall be 
paid down, two-thirds the price thereof 
shall be maJde op and paid in at or before 
the first day ot January, 1801, or the same 
shall be forfeited and the Belectmen shall 
prooeed to sell the same In saoh a maoner 
as shall be most advantageons to the Kiwn, 
and the lemsinder shall be made np and 
paid in at or before the first day ot Jnly, 
1801, or torfeitea and ten per oent. npon 
the value thereof, and the Selectmen shall 
proceed to sell the same as in case where 
the first payment shall not be paid In as 
aforesaid." 

At a town meeting held tbe 13th ot 
April, 1801, it was "Voted, That the care 
of the meeting honse be strnck oft to tbe 
lowest bidder lor the ensuing Season." 

The following dnttes are required ot the 
person who shall take care ot the meeting 

"1st. He shall open the doors ot the 
meeting house on all pablic days of Wor- 
ship and secure the same again Imme- 
diately after serrioe. 

"2d. He shall keep the doors cleat ot 
snow on all days of pnblio Worship. 

"3d. He shall dear the meeting house 
ot all stoves after servioe on public days 
of Worship and shall supply the Baptism 
bason with water when neoessary. 

"4th. He shall sweep the meeting house 
at least onoe In a month and in particular 
tm the Saturday preoeeding the adminis- 
tering the Sacrament. 

"The duty was acoepted by Nathan Far- 
kei, Jr., tor which be is to receive six Dol- 
lan Irom tbe Town Treasorer. 



The meeting boose after due oonsidera* 
tion by the town and the passage ot a 
hundred votes and resolutions, was com- 
pleted, bnt was never f<nmally dedicated, 
as ten years elapsed from the initiatory 
steps taken tor its bollding to its comple- 
tion. Its internal arrangements were like 
those ot the Old South church, of Boston, 
with sqau« pews, galleries, high pnlplt 
with steps leading up to it, and with 
sounding-board suspended above. In 1821, 
John Peters, esq., presented a bell, and a 
tower and steejde tor it were added at the 
eastern end of the bnUdlng tor its install- 
meut. That had ]nst been completed 
when the donor ot the bell died and It 
tolled tor the first tt jm tor his funeral. 

Bev. Jonathan Fisher, the first setUed 
pastor of the town preached in the meet- 
ing house from 1T98 to 1837, when on ao- 
oonnt ot age resigned his pastorate. In it 
Rev. Albert Cole was ordained Ut 1S37, who 
contlnned to preach therein until It was 
destroyed by fire Sunday, January 2, 1842. 
This ends the hisloiioal account ol the 
meeting house, an acoount full and replete 
with interest to the few who are still liv- 
ing who attended service within Its walls, 
and of instructive historical interest to 
every citizen ol the town and vicinity. 

The old meeting house had been built 
at great saorifloe by the people of the 
town, after prayerful and business oon- 
sideratlon ot nnnsaal length, and by many 
votes ot tbe town, and it seemed a blow ot 
great severity to have it destroyed in that 
mann-ir, with no insurance upon it to be 
collected in aid ot another. 

Miss Charlotte Augusta Parker Holt, 
daughter ot Stephen and Bdy (Parker) 
Holt, a native ot the town, wrote some 
verses on tbe bnmlng ot the meeting 
house. [See note on page 50.] Others 
wrote appropriate uticles upon its 
destruction, bnt the records of tbe church 
are silent regarding it. 

Many memories crowd the writer's mind 
ot the people who in it attended chorch 
and Sunday school, nearly all ol whom 
have gone to their reward in another 
world, while he has been spared to write 
this account, and for other purposes, 
which the All- Wise One has ordered, , 
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DeK. Savage sa the bell-tiogei of the old 
ohaich, whom the boys thought a won- 
derful man in Itia BkiU in balaooing the 
bell upside down so truly dnriug ringing 
lor mrvices. The writer, with other boys, 
EOmetunes climbed ap the towet to the 
belfry deck nhile the bell was ringing, to 
try to discover the secret at how he bal- 
anced the wheel and bell so nicely. He 
remembers how the belfry shook aa the 
bellwheel revolved, the deafening uoiae 
the bell gave out as its toagne clanged 
from side to side, and gliMl were they to 
clamber down again. 

He also remembers the good deacon and 
family in their square pew on the east aide 
near the door, one-half cl which waa 
shared with the family of the writer's 
father, and in which the writer sat with 
tbam, in the days of Father Fisher's min- 
istry and that of Bav. Albert Cole in 
that hODse. 

The family of Deacon Savage, besides 
himself and wife, consisted of the follow- 
ing children :

The next house below the meeting house, 
aooording to the early recollections of the 
writer, was that in which lived Dea. James 
Savage and family. Dea. Savage came to 
the town to reside about 1800, before the 
meeeting house had been completed, as is 
probable, and married, March 7, 1811, 
Bnth, daughter of Israel Wood, son of 
Joseph Wood, the first of the setUers of 
the town. 

She was bom Nov. IS, 1779, and died 
Nov. 2S, 1S66, aged eighty-six years. Dea. 
James Savage waa bom Jnne S9, 1781, and 
died June 3, 1847, aged sizty-SLi years. 
The entry in the records of the church re- 
lating to his death Is as foHowa: "Dea. 
James Savage, who waa a member of this 
obnroh and an officer for many years, died 
Jnne 3, 1M7. Though of a modest and 
retiring temperament, he walked with 
the church a consistent and conscientioaa 
member, serving as deacon many years 
with fidelity. His end was peace.' ' 

In the writer's early days be remembers

In the hoaae with the Savage family 
lived Ura. Loia Parker, the widow ol Ecra 
Parker, and sister of Urs. Savage. 

Mrs. Parker (nwiden name l»ia Wood, 
danghler of laiael Wood) was bom Feb. 
6, 1776, married Etra Parker, Dee. 27, 1791. 
She died Deo. SI. ISSl, aged nearly elghty- 
Beven years. Slzra Parker was born July 
16, 1707, supposed at Audover, Mass., and 
died Jiily 14, 1S18, aged flfty-one years. 
They had one child, Kimball, born April 
22, 17B2; died Jan. 31, 1820. 

After the death ol Dea. Savage, P. A. 
Darling, who had married Phebe Wood 
Savage, daoghter of the deacon, lived on 
the old [dace, took down or rebnUt the 
old house into two stories and ooonpied it 
until his death. 

Mr. Darling was the son of Jedediah and 
Lydla (Btinson) Darling, bom Oat. 1, 181S; 
married Phebe Wood Savage, Feb. 1, 1838, 
to whom were bom the following chil-

died Jan. 27, 1888.

Mr. E>arling taught soliool in his yonng- 
er days, and the writer was one of his 
■cholars; in after years he was a stone- 
cDtter, He died a tew years ago, bat the 
honse in which be lived still stands. 

The opposite side ot the road had no 
hoase npoD It from the earliest rooolleo- 
tions of the writer nntil the Bine Hill inn 
was erected thereon, but according to the 
records it wonid appear that Joseph Wood 
and perhapa his sons were owners ot a 
part of the land thereof. 

Next to the house ot Dea. Savage stood 
the story-and-a-halt brick honse, on the 
brow ot the bill looking toward the vil- 
lage, belonging to Dr. Nattian Tenney and 
family in the writer's boyhood. 

From the reading ot the town records in 



connection with oetion taken towards 
bailding the meeting honse, one may in- 
fer that at that time Ool. Nathan Parker 
owned the land hereabonts and lived in k 
hoose standing near the spot on which 
the Tenney bons'e was erected in the early 
part of 1800; jnst what year is nnknowii 
to the writer. Col. Nathan Parker was 
from Andover, Mass., as will be remem- 
bered by those who have read the aoconnt 
of the settlement ol the town near the 
Falls by the writer, and his marriage to 
Mary Wood, danghter of Joseph Wood, 
on Dec. 20, 1761, the first solemnized in 
the town. Hia family record has already 
been given. 

Dr. Nathan Tenney was a native ot 
Bradford, Mass., bom Hay 23, 1760; came 
first to Sedgwick when a youug man, then 
to Blue Hill about 1815. He married Mary, 
danghter ot Major David Carieton, of 
BedgwlDk, Aag. 21, 1796. She was bom 
Oct. 23, 1777; died May 9, 1820. He died 
Jons 29, 184S, aged seventy-aine years. 
He practioed medicine; was considered 
Bkillfol and for atxay years was the chief 
doctor in the town. 

The writer well remembers htm sitting 
as erect as a military officer upon his gray 
horse, Jogging along the highway at a 
measured pace, with saddle bags across 
his saddle, containing a small bnt power- 
ful amount of drugs and medicines, ot 
which calomel, Jalap and soar drops were 
component parts. 

He was a grave-appearing man, though 
bumorons and witty when occasion called 
them forth. It is said of him, that when 
asked by a smith where he thought was a 
good idoce tor him to locate, he replied in 
a laconic manner, "In his shop." At an- 
other time, being asked how to served en- 
cumbers in the best manner for the table, 
be said: "Peel them, slice them, put them 
in a dish, sprinkle them with salt and 
pepper, add vinegar, then give them to 
your hogs." 

As a oountry doctor he was called ont at 
aU seasons and at all honrs of night or 
day, to attend the sick. He well knew 
what summer heat, drenching rain, snow- 
storm and trost meant for one called to 
endnre them. On one occasion it is said a 
daughter was lamenting becaase she oonid 
not have the pleasure ot a sleigh ride. He 
said to her: "Go oat to the woodshed, pnt 
yonr feet in a tnbot ioe and water and I 
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will oome ftud JinKle tiie belli, and yon 
can imagine the pleuore ot a Blelgh ride." 

The writer retnembers when the good 
doctor set and BiOinted hia brolcen arm, 
how the pain made him taint, but Dr. 
Tenney went on with the work wittaont 
apparently the twinge ot a moBcle or a 
change of coontenance. He has been dead 
nearly sixty yeari, and yet hi« image ii 
before the writer as he nairatea this ao- 
Gonnt at him.

It occn^nes a 
commanding view, and is a beantitnl loca- 
tion tor a summer residenoe, the pnrpoae 
to which it is now pat. 



beneath the bill was the next houso re- 
membered by tbe writer In boyliood, al- 
tliODgh there stands another now between 
it and the Hendeikon cr Tenney place. 
This house was built in 1883 or 1833 by 
Hose* KIttridge, who was then preceptor 
ot Bine Hill academy. He was bom 
March 5, 1803; married Nanoy, daughter 
ot Bev. Jonathan Fisher, Nov. 18, 1830. 
She was bom Aug. 19, 18M. They had 
two children bom at Blue Hillj Ellen, 
Jan. 30, 1832, and Tyler, Oct. 3, 1834. Mr. 
Kittrtdge, alter a number ot years' servioe, 
resigned as preceptor ot the academy, and 
left town with his family tor a home in 
the West. 

The house and pUoe were sold to Jolm 
Stevens, who on Nov. 6, 1838, married Miss 
Mary J. Perkins, ol Chstlse (bom Feb. 10^ 
ISll) and brooght her a bride to tills honse I 
to reside, where both continued to re- 
side nntil their death, and where tlieir | 
children were bom. 

John Stevens waa tlie son ot Theodore 
and Dorcas (Osgood] Stevens, iKtrn at filna ' 
Hill, June 12, 1804, a school teacher in 
younger days, then a trader, vessel owner ' 
and bnsineBB man. He was for forty-five 
years a clerk and treasurer ot the tmsMet I 
ot Blue Hill academy, and under his man- 
agement the invested funds of the acad- | 
emy more than doubled in amount. H« i 
died June 7, IS90, aged eighty-six, and bia 
wife died Dec. 19, 1878.

just described. The wTit«r was present at 
its dedication and sat in his fatlier's pew, 
No. 9, on light Bide ot the broad aisle. 
The invocation and scriptnre readings 
were by B«t. James Qilpatricic, pastoi ol 
the Baptist cbnrch; sermon by Ber. 
JothamSewall, jr., pastor ot the chnrch, 
trom Hag. 2, Sth, "The glory ot this latter 
bouse shall be greater than the former, 
•aith the Lord of Hosts." 

The dedicatory prayer was by Bev. 
Bewail Tenney, ol Ellsworth, and the 
dosing prayer by "Father Fisher". The 
honse was well filled by an attentive au' 
dienoe, and all ol the serrices were ot a 
liigbly interesting character to the writer, 
they being tlie first ol the kind he had at- 
tended. That was slity-two years agol 
And the writer's Ihonght, as he narrates 
the oocorrence is, "How many beside him- 
■ell are alive this day o( ttiat filled honse 
ol aotivB, lining hnman belngsr' He 
hears no auswec to bis mental Inquiry, 
bnt he knows InU well that only a few ; if 
a lew even have sorvived tlie wear and 
tear of departed years. 

In this meeting house the celebration ol 
the centennial of the ohnroh organized 
Is 1772 with fourteen members, was 
held Deo. 31, 1873. At that time the 
chnroh memlwrship in full, as per roll, 
had reached 438, most of whom had been 
called to the ohnroh above. 



Bev. Stephen Thnrston, ol Saarspart, a 
lormer member ol the cbnrch, preached ao 
historical sermon ol great interest, giving 
an account of the chiel incidents In tlie bifl- 
tory ol the town trom its settlement, and 
ot tlie cbnrch from its gathering, which 
was printed by vote ol the chnrcli. At the 
evening services, brief addresses were 
made by Bevs. Tenney, of Ellsworth; 
Thurston, otSearsporC; Ives, ot Castine; 
Honston, olDeerlsle; BaymoDd, of Blae- 
hill; Prof. Fletcher, of the Eastern Stato 
normal school; Butns Buck, esq., of 
Bnoksport, and others. Letters were read 
from lormer Pastors Stone and Banker, 
also from Bevs. Joaiah Fisher, H. L. Rich- 
ardson, H. A. Wines, E. A. Band, Prof. 
Jotbam Bewail, ol Bowdoin college, Bev. 
Dr. Fond, of Bangor tlieologtcal seminary, 
and trom many absent sons and daughters 
ol the chnrch. 

A poem was read by Agnstns Stevens, 
' written by J, G. Harvey, of Portsmouth, 
N. H., lor the occasion, and a oentennlal 
hymn by Miss Maria F. Wood. A sum of 
money smoantlng to |30O, or more, was 
given by absent members ot the ohoroh 
and town which was made a fund, the In- 
oome to be used tor chnrcb pnrposes. 

The dosing words of Mr. Thnraton's

and house still stands opposite the meet- 
ing honse. The land was sold to Na- 
thaniel Hartford by Nathan Parker in 1803 
for fSO.

He was a black- 
smith and edge'tool manufacturer, with 
factory and trip-hammer ran by water 
power npon the Mill stream in the village, 
above the bridge at Main street. He re- 
moved trom the town to Bangor before

178S; came to Bine Hill, where he con- 
tinued to make his home nntll his death 
Jan. 6, 1873, aged nearly eighty-six years. 
He commanded coasting vessels between 
the town and Boston until age and Inflrm- 
ities compelled him to retire from a sea 
lite. The writer sailed with him in schooner 
"Zodiac", and the lathei of the writer also 
sailed with him when he was mate with 
Capt. Bobert Means in the early part ot 
the last century. 

Few men on the coast ot Maine engaged 
in coBsing were better known than was 
Cbpt. Norton. There were tew it any 
harbors or anchorages between Bine Bill 
and Boston that hehadnot visited; asha 
became timid and careful as age crept apoD 
him, and he did not take chances where 
anchorage seemed to him to be more dis- 
creet. This criticism, thongb Just in the 
writer's view ot the cose, is not intended 
to be hypercritical. 

Captain Norton was twice married— first 
Jon. 18, 1818, to Mehitable, daughter ol 
Andrew and Mehitable Kimball Witbam, 
born Aug. 28, 1797; she died July 10, 1830, 
leaving ten children. On Nov. 27, 1^, lia 
married, second, Clarissa Carleton, daugh- 
ter ot William and Amelia (Osgood) Qir- 
leton, bom Feb. 7, 1813; died Nov. 17, 1873, 
aged sixty years and eight months.

Tlie writer remembers to have seen it in

■ee it abandoned tor school purposes; a 
wreck shorn cl its lormer importance. 
Its history the writer recited in 1908, at 
the centennial ot the tonndingf ot the 
academy, which has been printed, leaving 
nothing more to be added at tliis time.

Daniel Spoflord Is first mentioned in the 
town reoOTda in 1T90 as having a store 
near the head of the bay, and also in 
connection with Mr. Bobinson as having 
potash works at the town landing. He 
was interested in the building of the 
meeting house, served on committees con- 
nected therewith, and when the floor 
pews in the house were sold at vendue, he 
bid off pew No. 39. He married, April 
11, 1791, Fhebe Peters, daoghter of John 
and Mary Peters. She was bom March 13, 
1773, and died May 15, 1880. 

Mr. SpoffOrd waa bora Feb. IB, 17B8, 
where Is not stated, and removed to 
Bucksport about 1803, where he died Oot.

He waa a representative to the legla*

He waa 
the third child of Edward Vamnm Stev- 
ens and of Snkey, his wife, born April 16, 
1823. He was twice married, flrat to Mary 
Ann Adel Mann, daughter of Capt. Joaeph 
and Adeline (Hinckley) Mann. She was 
bom May 9, 1830; married, and died March

He was a painter by trade, and a pleas- 
ant triend, as boy and man, to meet and 
know aa the writer knew htm. His widow 
still ooonpies the old house in summer, 
but has spent the last two winters in Boa- 
ton with her only living child, a danghter.

Above, the 
writer remembers that Lemuel Ellis once 
resided, and he seems to hear even now 
the sweet tones of his violin, French bom, 
and other instruments opon which he 
played, as he heard them more than sixty 
yeara ago. To the residents and visitors 
in later years the block will be remem- 
bered as the "Pendleton House", kept aa a 
hotel. 

THH JOSEPH OBOOOD HOI7BH 

and place were the next to the south ot 
the last described. It was anold-taah- 
loned, two-story, square-rooted house, 
minni paint, as early as the writer can re- 



meml>er, bnllt by Joseph Osgood aboat 
1800, and ooonpied by him and tamily aa- 
til he was old and past bis labor, when he 
was cared for by I1I0 nepliew, tbe late 
John Stevens, esq. 

Ur. Osgood was born at Andover, Mass., 
Oct. e, 1760; married Hannah BaUey, 
March 31, 1786. She was bom Dec 19, 
1766i died July 10, 1829. He died March 
16, 1864, in his ninety-fourth year. He 
came to Bine HiU shortly after hia mar- 
riage, and there resided np to the time ot 
his death. 

He was a brickmaker and mason by 
trade. He ased to say that he ooold build 
a brick chimney beginning at [be top Jost 
as well as beginning at the base, it he 
conld only get the first brick to stay in its 
place. The chimney in the tide mill, 
owned by tbe writer's lather, tell down, 
leaving the top sticking in the root. Mr. 
Osgood was sent tor to rebuild it, and 
came, when the writer and his brothers 
said,to him: "Now, Mr. Osgood, you told 

05 in the past that if you conld make the 
first bricks stick yon conld build a chim- 
ney at tbe top and work downwards. Here 
is a chance lor yon to try It." 

"Ah, boysl" B^d he, "the bricks must 
aU be new to do that, tor you can't make 
a new brick stick to an old one." And in 
that way he cleared himself ot an awk- 
ward dilemma In the eyes of the boys. 
He was a kindly man, with a cheerful 
story for the young people, who were very 
tond ot him. 

THH TOVS I-ASTDINa 
In front ot the Osgood hoose Is where, by 
vote of the town, Bpoftord & Robinson es- 
tablished potash works. The vote ot the 
town Oct. 1, 1790, conoemlng the same, 
was as follows : 

"Voted, That Uessrs. BpotTord & Rob- 
inson shall have the privilege of tbe land 
whereon their potash works stand, and 
such quantity ol land adjoining said 
works as the selectmen and said BpoSord 

6 Robinson shall agree npon for twenty 
years, with the proviso that the Inhabi- 
tants ot tbe Town shall not incumber to 
the disadvantage ot their bosmess nor 
shall they Inonmber any part ot said Town 
landing to the disadvantage ot the Inhab- 
itants of said Town." 

Upon that landing many seagoing ves- 
sels were built in the past, and opon it 
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yearly were pilacl ready lor flhlpmenl to 
western ports in the Bamiaer seaaon, bnn- 
dreda and thousands ot cords ot wood, 
hemlock baik and other products of farm 
and forest. In the writer's boyhood it waa 
not ancommon to see Irom six to a dozen 
Ball of coaating Teesels there loading or 
Awaiting torn to load. 

THB TBOHAS OOOOIKS HUCBB 

next Bontli ol the lauding and adjoining 
the Joseph Osgood place, was a two-story 
strnctme, with brick eT\dB. It was bnllt 
•bout 1831, by Capt. ThomsB Coggios, who 
with his lamily occupied it until he sold 
to Joseph Hinckley. Capt. Cogglns died 
In 1868, and his wtfa March 27, ISSO. 

Cbpt. Coggins probably came from Borry 
to Blaebill, and there married Deo. 30, 
1S29, I^dia Faulkner (Stevens) Parker, 
widow ot Simeon Parker and daughter ot 
Theodore and Dorcas Stevens, born May 
22, T798. She liad three children by her 
fliet husband: Simeon, Simeon and Maria, 
■11 dying in infancy. Blmeou Parker, 
her first husband, died Feb. 14, 1828, and 
she married Capt. Coggins as above stated. 

Capt. Coggins commanded several Blue- 
hill vessels, and was considered a capable 
and enterprising shipmaster ot his time. 
The writer in boyhood luiew him by 
report, but had no spectU acquaintance 
with him. He waa one ot the numy who 
made the town noted, sixty or seventy 
years ago, for the nnmber, skill and repu- 
tation of its seamen and master mirlnera. 
A chapter upon the lives, characters and 
Bobievementa of Blue Hill shipniasten 
would prove instmctive and interesting. 

The next owner and occupant ot the 
place was Dea. Joseph Hinckley and tarn- 
lly, nntll his death in 1884, aged eighty- 
seven years. He was the fourth child ot 
Nehemiah and Edith (Wood) Hinckley, 
born July S, 1798; married first Ruby Elm- 
ball, Aug. 22, 1822. She died Nov. 8, 
ISSS; and he married, second, Bivina 
Stevens, Nov. 13, IS37. The children ot 
Mr. Hinckley were:

"No history of this church would ha 
complete without fitting allnslon to tha 
memory of Dea. Joseph Hincidey, who 
died Nov. 7, 1884, aged eighty-seven years. 
Mr. Hinckley was a member ot this chnrch 
tor nearly fifty years. Of him and his 
brother Nehemiah, It may well be said 
that they ware for many years the very 
pillars of the church and society; they 
loved the church and loved U well. 

"Dea. Hinckley was a very liberal man, 
and to hia liberality, activity, energy and 
seal the chnrch and society are largely 
indebted. In the fullness ot his years, 
toll ot faith and ripe tor the reaper, he 
answered the coll: come over; come over, 
the river of Death to the delights ot a 
brighter and belter world." 

Mrs. Hinckley and her daughtsr Lizzie 
followed him in due time, after which the 
place waa sold to Mr. Hoyt, its present 
owner and oocnpaut. Mr. Hoyt is a wid- 
ower, whose deceased wife was the daugh- 
ter ot the lata Chpt. Isaac Morrill, ol thia 
town. Mr. Hoyt was bom in Vermont, 
but all his active bnaineaii lite baa been 
spent in Boston and vicinity. 

THB ffTSFHEN HOUr HODBH 

and place adjoins the one last described, 
and was ballt probably about 182S. 
Stephen Holt was the fifth son of Jededioh

He was a bouse carpenter, and built the 
John Cbeever house at the Falls in 1834 or 
1836. Ue married, Sept. 3, 1839, Nancy 
Fisher, daughter of Joseph W. and Bally 
(Qrindle) Johnson. She was born May 4, 
1818.

next east of the above on the comer of 
Main and Mill streets, has a history 
worthy of recital. Just when it was built 
is difficult to determine, but it was prob- 
ably early in ISOO, by Mr. Witham. He 
was bom in Bradford, Mass., Nov. II, 
1768 ; came to Blue Hill a young man ; mar- 
ried, flrat, Mehitable Kimball, May 9, 
1790. She was born Jan. 24, 1770; died 
Aug. 8, 1800. There were four children by 
that mairiage as follows:

Mr. Witham married third, Mrs. Aim

Andrew Witham represented the town 
in the legislature of 1831, was a senator 
from Hancock county, a merchant, a ship- 
owner and an influential citizen. His pew 
in the old meeting-house was No. 1. 

His one story brick store stood a short 
distance east of his house, as the writer 
well remembers, and was built early in 
the last century. It long ago gave place 
to one of wood on the same site. He sold, 
among other things, the old style square 
sheets of baker's molasses ginKeibread, 
of which boys were fond, and would not 
likely forget where it could be bought. 

"Squire Witham," as he was called by 
the town's people, was a kindly man to 
the boys and young people with wbont he 
came in contact, which was reciprocated 
by them. He died in 1661, aged elghty- 
tliree years, respected and lamented by a 
large circle of relatives and friends. 

His house was occupied after his death 
by his son-in-law, Capt. Stephen Norton, 
until his decease in 1873, and then by Mr. 
Smith, the shoe dealer, and wife, and now 
owned by Mrs. Smith. 

Between the Witham store and the mill 
stream, tliece were no buildings in the 
youth ot the writer, but in later years 
several were built, and occupied by H. B. 
Porling, J. A. Oould, B. Morrill, John 
Stevens, esq., and others, though of little 
historical significance. 

On the opposite side of the street stood 
the old academy, removed from Its origi- 
nal site in 1833, and changed over Into s 
store, and occupied by Capt William Hop- 
kins, with other buildings in that row 
destroyed by Are many years ago. The 
most Important in that row to-day are the 
Fartridi^ and the J. T. Hinckley stores.

boUt in the early settlement ol tbla port 
at the towD, thoogh cbangeil and rebuilt 
from time to time, atUl atand. Above the 
bridge the writer remembeiB the Matthew 
Bay edge tool shop, the Curtis luinltnie 
factory, the Daniel Osgood grist mill, the 
threafaing mill, the Stevana carding and 
fnlling mill, the atave mill, the cooper 
shop «nd the site ol the George Stevens 
cotton mill tor spinning cotton yam, 
above High atreet, erecbdd in the eatly 
part of 1800, ono ol the early cotton mills 
ot this country. Other mills and ma* 
chineiy not here mentioned may have 
been rnn by the waters ol this small 
Btream, all ot which bear witness to im- 
portance once attached to this water 
power in the town's activities. Will they 
or those ot a kindred nature ever be re- 
Tivedl It seems to be very doabttui to 
the citizens ot 1B06. 

All the men, women and children ol 
the early settlers ot the town, and even 
tbetr grandcbUdren, whose lives and 
doingB we have been considering, "sleep 
with their lathers" in the bnrying places 
ot the town or elsewhere, and only a tew 
houses of their building and a tew meager 
records tell the story of their living ac- 
tivities, their loves, their hopes, their 
hardships, their le^re, their joys and their 



The greater part of those known to the 
writer in his Iwyhood have gone "to tliat 
bourne from whence no traveler returns", 
and when he visits his native town, It is 
to the cemeteries he directs his steps if he 
desires to lenrn ot and oammaue with his 
thoughts concerning them. 

And yet the story of their lives must 
ever be ot interest to the citizens and peo- 
ple ot this town, and especially so to 
those who are their descendants. It has 
been especially so to the writer in gather- 
ing and noting the facts and incidents 
narrated in this fragmentary and imper- 
fect account of them. 

He leela a just pride in being descended 
from the first settlers, in being a native of 
the town. In sharing the triendshipa and 
in being held in remembrance by so many 
ot his native towosmen, whose kindly 
good will felt and expressed has made 
bis journey through lite the sunnier, 
smoother, easier and happier.

The house on the northwest comer of 
the tour roads was built by Moses John- 
son, son at Obed and Joanna (Wood) 
Johnson, abont 1840, and occupied by him 
and his family until their removal from 
the town to Boston In the '60'b of the last 
oentury. Moses Johnson was born Feb. 
9, ISOO; married Bosella Hinckley Nov. 27, 
1828, daughter ot Ebenezer and Elizabeth 
(Coggins) Hinckley, bom Jane 17, 1801. 
She died In Boston in 1888. He died in 
Boston ten or a dozen years before his 
wife. They had seven children, aa follows, 
via.:

Mr. Johnson inherited a large part of 
his father's form, and was a farmer and an 
active man. He sold his property in town, 
removed to Boston, where he was a com- 
mission merchant tor the sale ot Inmber, 
wood and eastern products and where he 
died as above slated. 

The house was next owned by Oapt. 
Samuel B. Johnson, nephew of its builder, 
and son ot Robert, sod ol Obed and 
Joanna (Wood) Johnson, bom Oct. 30, 
1812. He married Susan Itlary, daughter 
of Joseph and Susannah (Door) Treworgy, 
Nov. 20, 1841. She was bom Nov. 23, 1820. 
Capt. Johnson commanded vessels from 
Blue Hill In the coasting, West Indies and 
European trades for many years, and was 
captured and had his vessel burnt by a 
Confederate cruiser during the war of the 
Bebellion. He and his wife were well 
known to the writer, she haviuK been, 
before her marriage, one ol his school 
teachers in the Tide Mill district. They 
are both dead, but the date ot their detib

the road. Robert Johnson was the father 
ot Capt. SamDel, and son ot Obed and 
Joanna (Wood) Jotinion. He was born 
Dec 27, 1787; married Lnoy Johnson 
Blodgett, April U, 1811, ot Penobscot. 

The house in whioh they resided and 
where their children were bom was ori^T- 
iuallr o( one story, built shortiy after or 
about the time of their nuuriagre, but had 
another story added overhanging the 
lower part in the boyhood ot the writer. 
Robert Botertson, Jr., who was quite a 
wag, said ot it, "I came by 'Bob' John- 
son's honse the other day and found his 
bam sitting on top ot it as easy as oonld 
t>e. But it wae a ourioas sight." Tiie 
house and liam astride liave long since 
been demolished. 

Bobert Johnson was something of a wit, 
Mpecially when he liad taken a nipper, as 
waa tlie costom in hU early manhood. It 
ia letated ot him that at iiaying time many 
years ago he boasted that be oonld stow a 
load ot hay upon the old style hay cart, 
't called a sloven, no matter how fast the 
hay was to be pitched np to him. He had 
his trial of skill in that matter one day in 
bis father's field with two nwn to do the 
pitohing. It was on a side hill that the 
feat began. AU went well at Aist, bat a 
Jolt over a knoll on tha side liill brought 
bait the load and Bot>ert to tbe gronnd. 
One ot the pitchers said: "Boliert, wliat 
are you down here lorT" The answer was 
qoiolcly given and to the point: "After 
mora hay, sir I" 

Mr. Johnson, his wife and probat)ly all 
oi near all ot their large family ot nine 
ohildren have gone to their long home and 
not. Their children were, viz. :

the first settled minister ot the town and 
pastor ot the Cougregational chnrch tor 
lortyone years, 1786 to IS3T, located upon 
tbe eontb side of the road Just i>eyond the 
Johnson house last mentioned, and built 
about 1798 01 1799, is tbe next to be de- 
■ciit>ed. That house was bnilt after plana 
famished by Mr. Fisher, and It is said 
that a oonsiderable part ot the work 
thereon was done by him. 
X^ The hingea, latches and catches tor the 
doors were all of wood made by him, and 
as also a part ot the tarnitare, including a 
dock which ran tor fifty years and then 
■tapped, worn out. The bonae was 
painted with ochre dug from tbe larm and 
mixed with oil, giving to it a lustreless 
yellow color. 

Tbe outbuildings were bnilt by him. 
He also constructed a machine to ran by 
wind for sawing his firewood, and a ma' 
chine tor clearli^ his land ot stones to be 
laid into fenoe walla about his farm. This 
is in many ways the most notable house 
and place u> the town, and is often visited 
by strangers and sojourners in the town 
and vicinity. It is still standing, and oo- 
onpied by some of his grandchildren. 

Jonathan Fisher was bora in New 
Bralntree, Mass., Oct. 7, 1708, graduated at 
Harvard college, settled at Blue Hill Jnly 
13, 1706, and died in the town Bept. 22, 
1847, aged seventy-nine years. He mar- 
ried Hiss Dolly Battell, of Dedham, Mass., 
April 2, 1796, and brongbt her to Blue 
Hill, where she ever after resided. She 
was bom Feb. 24, 1770, and died Oct. 1, 
1853, in her elgbty-tonrth year. Tbeir 
ohildren were as follows :

Dea. Seth Hewins was born in Dedham, 
Mass., Feb. 12, 1773; married Katherine 
Fisher, sister to Kev. Jonathan Fisher, 
Sept. 2, 179B. She was born March 27, 
1771; died Aug. 16, 1864. They came to 
Blue Hill in 1799, and here resided untU 
their death, he dyinx- May 9, 1844. 

He was chosen a deacon of the Bluehill 
Congregational church March 17, 1808, in 
which capacity he acted for many years. 
At his death May 19, 1844, we find the fol- 
lowing entry in the chnrcih recocds con- 
cerning his connection with the church; 

"Obituary— Dea. Beth Hewine, who t>e- 
came connected with this chnrch May 30, 
1803, died May 19, 1844. Dea. Hewins was 
a man of wise temperaineut and regular in 
h<% habits; his religion was stable and 
consistent rather than brilliant and fluct- 
uating ; his love to the means of grace in 
the regularity of his support and attend- 
ance, t>oth of which were continued 
amidet many infirmities to the close of 
life. 

"For many years he discharged accept- 
ably and profitably the duties of deacon; 
from this however he was excused ttie 
last few years of his life on account of 
bodily Infirmities. Uis end was peaceful 
rather than trinmphant; his hope of ac- 
ceptance with Christ daring lite was 
checkered with doubts and expressed with 
caution, and tlie same was true when 
death drew near. We saw In him an 
illustration of the truth so often verified 
that men who were Christians ordinarily 
die as tiiey lived. Yet none who 
knewhim would doubt tbat he died the 
death of the righteous." 

Dea. Hewins and wife liad four chUdren 
bom to them, all of whom preceded them 
to the spirit world. They were, viz.:

Westward ot the Deacon Hewina 
place the next building was a 
sohoolhonae located upon the corner 
of the Toad which branches from the 
main road and leading southward and 
along the eaat side o[ the First pond, so 
called. The flret honse and p ace along 
that road was that of Isaac Stover, in the 
boyhood ot the writer. When the house 
was built is not known, bnt it was prob- 
ably before I82G. 

Isaac Stover was a native of Penobscot, 
born about 1800, married Hannah Door, 
and bad, according to the Bluehill rec- 
ords, the lollowing children:

Sylvanns and James L. Dooglass were 
industrious farmers, known to the people 
of the town as well sa to the writer. Their 
farms and lands oontigaons thereto con- 
tained tlie noted Bine Hill and other oop- 
per mines, where hundreds of thousanda 
ot dollars were expended and lost in the 
endeavor to work those mines successfoUy 
between the years 1870 and 1890. 

The land-owners who sold their hold- 
ings realized a handsome sum tbereon, 
but all who put money into the mininfi 
enterprises expecting to realize a hand- 
some return were sadly disappointed and 
logt their investments. One who knew 
that locality before the mining craie, 
were he now to return to it, would wit- 
ness a scene of desolation that would 
make him lieartslck. 

The waste ol money in this locality has 
l>oen prodigiooB, and without benefit to 
ttie town except in a small way incident- 
ally. Could the same amoant have been 
given to the academy and to the churches 
as endowments, it would have resulted 
in benefits, not only to this generation, 
but to those wbo shall come after it. 
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The (Mitivitf and energr diapUfed Id 
thoBB enterpriBes onsed ■ village toapcing 
op in that looalitjr, while the abandon' 
meat lett it desolate and deserted and the 
landscape dannded ol trees and foliage, 
sad to look apon. The fame ol the Bine 
Hill copper mlnea was at one time wide 
spread, and the town was spoken ol as 
being the richest in Hancock county. 
Alssl what a dreaml and bow manj 
awoke from tt to And that their hard- 
earned savlnga ot a lite-time had vanished 
while they dreamed and erected caatloB in 
ttie air that tumbled to the ground when 
the light of sober sense shone upon them 
and were shattered in pieces that could not 
be gathered up t Like the apples of Sodom, 
that investment seemed golden and in- 
viting, bnt at tonch and taste the glitter 
tnmed to ashes. 



Upon the north side ol the main road 
near to the intersection with it ol the 
/^ road branching to "the Kingdom", In the 
Douglass neighborhood, stood the house ot 
Benjamin Clongh, in the boyhood ot the 
writer. His latlieT's name was Benjamin, 
bom Ang. IG, 1T5C, married Relief Wyman, 
March 12, ITSS. She was born Sept. 16, 
1701, and died March 26, 1819. The date 
of his death Is not recorded. He was sup- 
posed to be an older brother ot Asa and 
John, who came from Haverhill, Mass., 
early in the settlement ot Blue HtU.

When and by whom the house in which 
this family resided was built, the writer

Beyond this house and the Douglass 
lots, on the north aide ot the road, where 
the outlet stream of the Fourth pond 
crosses, once stood a saw mill, a part of 
the dam, decaying timbers of the mill and 
a heap ot saw dast were to be teea there 
in the writer's Isoyhood, but he does not 
know when oi by whom the mill was 
built, although the indicstiouB were that 
it most have been about ISOO. 

From the last- mentioned place the road 
turns to the southward and ascends a long 
hill about seven-eighths ot a mile in length 
to the Sedgwick line. Upon that stretch 
of road were three or tonr bonses upon 
the right and one on the left in the writ- 
er's boyhood, and there is about the same 
number at this writing. Those houses 
were then occupied by families by the 
name of Qray and Grindle, whose da- 
Bcendants probably still reside in them. 

This was the old rosd to Brooksville via 
Hutchinson's Ferry across the Bagaduce 
liver, or via Walker's, around the head ol 
the river, before the bridge was bnUt low- 
er down, and the road via "the Kingdom" 
was opened and came into use. Man; 
times the writer drove over it in former 
time upon his way to and from Brooks- 
ville on visits to relatives and friends. 

Prom the Sedgwick line on to the Ferry 
and to Walkervitle very little change or 
Improvement has taken plaoe in the lost 
sixty years; if there has been any It has 
been a retrograde one In the appearance ot 
the buildings and farms, which have 
fallen into decay. The land, stripped of 
its forest ti«ea, presents to the passer-by a 
rocky, barren soil, discouraging in aspect 
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toot only to the traveler bat alao to one 
who U tftted to till It and tbeieby gfsln hla 
livelihood and support of his (amilj'.

The flnt bnilding SMcted npon Long 
Island, so tar as my record shows, was a 
aaw'tnill on the east aide, oppoaile Deep 
Core, built by James Csndage and Eben- 
taar Hinckley prior to 1776. Twenty years 
later, about 1796, James and David Carter, 
Kons of James Carter, sr., went from their 
father's home on Bine Hill fleck to the 
Island, and settled near what is now 
known as the Sand, or Carter's Point, 
where they and their families contlnned 
io reside, and where James and DaTtd and 
their wives died and were bnried. Ibxy 
feach had large larailiea, H wu the mle in 
those day*. 

James Carter, Jr., was bom at Damaris- 
twtta, Me., Oct. SI, 1764, came to Blue Hill 
with his father's family in 1770 at the age 
tif six years. He married, first, Hannah 
Bsrtlett, March 8, 1792. She died leading 
one child, and he married, second, Mercy 
Oain, of Sedifwiok, bom Nov. 10, 1773, by 
whom there were twelve ohUdren. He 
died Nov. 4, 18H, aged aeventy, and Mercy 
bis widow, a nnmber ol years later.

Their farms being on new- 
ly-onltivated ground, yielded them good 
crape ot hay, oeieals and vegetables, and 
the neighboring waters of the bay fnr- 
nished an abandant snpiAy of edible flali 
for food.

At Deep Cove lived James Day, Jr., who 
went thither from the Neck many years 
ago. He married Nancy Icatea, as else- 
where related, and had ■oven children, 
viz. : -James, Eliza, Melvina, Moses, 
William, Luther Boundy and Nancy 
Yates. The head of this family was 
drowned by the upsetting of his boat 
near the shore ol Newbury Neck in Nov. 
1860, in his seventy-fltth year, and his 
' -widow died July 19, 1881, aged about 
eighty- six yean. 

Favorite places tor fishing tor cod, haks 
and haddock, in Bine HIU Bay, sixty and 
seventy years ago, wore at the lAnd Point 
on the Neck and at Deep Cove nearly op- 
posite on the shore ot Long Island. The 
writer with others in boyhood otten fished 
at Deep Cove, landed at Mr. Day's shore, 
gathered berries npon his and on adjcln- 
ing land, and retains clear and pleaaant 
recollections ot those occasions and ot 
tlie tamiiies then residing in that vtoinlty. 
None of the honses and peojde of that 
period on the npper hall ol the island 
remain, and the mention ol them even 
may be strange and new to the people of 
the present generation.

Deep Cove and the ola mill site on the east 



side, was the tsrm and bnilding ot th« 
late Moiies Friend, to be seen clearly trom 
the main land. Mr. Friend came to that 
place from Sedgwick, where he was born. 
He was a descendant of Benjamin Friend, 
sr., the first ot the name to settle upoit 
the Neck. 

Jnst bow many years Mr. Friend resided 
on Long Island there la no data to de- 
termine, bat it was tor a nnmber of years. 
The buildings he occupied have long 
since gone and the fields he mowed and 
cnltivated have gone back to a state ot 
nature, leaving little ot nothing to remind 
one ot their tormer existence.

When 
his wife was abont to be confined with 
her last child she was twoogbt to Blue Hill 
Falls to the house of the writer's grand- 
mother where the child was bora and 
named James Candage Bartlett for the 
writer's grandfather. 

When Mr. and Mrs. Bartlett returned to 
Duck island, the writer accompanied them 
and spent two weeks with the lamily on 
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the island in flsblng and in vUiting little 
Dnolc island, Baker's laiond and its ligM- 
honse, Oott's Island, Basa Harbor, etc. 
It was A new experience to the writer and 
In all hia wandering alxiat the world since 
then he has not forgotten it. 

The boy, James Caudage Bartlett, grew 
to manhood, settled and married at Somer' 
Title, Mass., where he stUl leeldei. John 
Bartlett, his lather, died many years ago, 
the date not recorded. Hia mother died 
ta) Chorieitown, Mass., at the house o( a 
married daughter some yesrs ago at near- 
ly ninety years of age.

A mile or so north at the hoose ot John 
Bartlett on I.ong Island, stood, years aico, 
now gone, the house of Uriah Marks, son 
of Joseph Marlu, whose wife was Uelnna 
Day, daughter of James and Nancy Yates 
Day. 

Iipon the head or northern end of Long 
Island seventy years ago, was the farm, 
house and bam of Joseph Uarlu, who 
there resided many years, although at this 
writing but little evidence is seen that it 
was ever Inhabited. The Maries and Bart- 
lett places were lavoiite resorts tor berry- 
ing parties and for parties indulging in 
clambakes, fishing and other sports. 

Of the family of Joseph Marks there is 
no data at hand by which the writer can 
make a tioe record, but from memory he 
can speak of a son, Uriol), and a danghter, 
Thanktni.

Samuel Carter was a farmer, a man ot 
good reputation, and a deacon ot the 
Neck and Long Island Baptist ohuroh. 
The writer knew him and his family well, 
at the time he taught a winter school npon 
the island, but of his and his wile's latec 
lite and their deaths he knows nothing. 

In the youth ot the writer, Saranel Cain, 
brother to the wives ot James and David 
Carter, lived upon Long Island, but Just 
where, it is now not easy to locate. Ha 
was a toll, thin man with sharp teatorea 
and a i>rominent nose, and by the wags of 
the day, was Oilled "the mosquito maker". 
When he made his appearance on tlia 
main land the word would be passed 
around with the caution "Look ont foE 
mosquitOB, tor Bom Gain has Just liraught 
a raft ot them from Long Ishuid." 

Hr. Cain has been dead many years- 
peace to his ashes— and though a very 
worthy nun the story of his mosqntto- 
maklng doubtless sticks to some peoplo 
left who knew him besides tlie writer. 

James Carter, Jr., lived upon his father's 
place on the island. He married and 
moved to Sedgwick, where be died at k 
good old age.

The writer and other 
boys of fals acqaalDtanee made a fishing 
cTulae with Capt. Chatteau among the 
outer islands— a wan's Island, Outer Iiong 
Islands, etc.— finding their own provlsiou 
and having half the flah they caught. They 
did not catch many fish bnt had a pleasant 
^ontlng at what was called "bounty catch- 
ing" tor the veesel. A year or two later 
the "Credit" was seised by the United 
States authorities tor obtaining a boanty 
illegally; woe condemned and sold. 
And the connundram among the boya 
was, "Why cannot Charles Chattean do 
Bhy more bosinessT" The answer was, 
"HehJisiost his Credit."

Mr. Fogg's house was on the east side of 
the lower end of the Island. His family 
record is not found iu the copy of the 
town records in possession of the writer. 

Next to Mr. Fogg's place was that ot 
Stephen Dunham, a half brother of fhs 
Chatteau's above named. His wile was a 
sister ot EUpfaalet Qrindle. They had no 
ohUdren. 

Abel B. To#n also lived on Long Island 
belore and at the time ot his marriage to 
Barah K. Ohoate, youngest daughter ot 
Oeorge Choate. 

One or more Conary lived at one time on 
Long Island, and In later days other 
families, unknown to the writer, have 
lived there. On the easterly aide from 
Stephen Dunham's place to the head ol 
the island there have been no houses, and 
ODly one, that ot Moses Friend, on the 
central ridge. Along the ridge, from the 
upper end to the Carlel places and thence 
alolig to fie lower end ran a rough and 
hard road.

Jonathan Fisher was bom at New 
Braintree, Mass., October 7, 1788, son ot 
Jonathan and Ostberine (Avery) Fisher. 
He entered Harvard college trom Dedham, 
Mass., inlTSB, rom which he graduated 
in 17B2. He stndled theology, and was 
licensed to preach at Brookline, Uass., 
by the Cambridge (Maas.) Association, 
October 1, ITBS. 

In the spring ot 1791, he preached lour 
monttis al Bine Hill, retamed to Cam* 
bridge, but accepted a call la the spring ot 
1796 to became pastor ol the Blae Hill 
chnioh, and went thither in Jniy ot that 

The town had begun In 17S2 the erection 
ol its mnetlng tionae, and was careloUy 
looking about lor a, pastor wlio would 
settle there. The town and parish in 
those days were one, so it is to the town 
recorda that one most tnm to learn ot the 
negotiations that took place, which re- 
sulted la the settlement ot Ur. Fisher. 

At a meeting ot the town held on Bep- 
tember 24, 1706, it was 

"Voted, That ttie town will settle a 
Minister. 

"Voted, That Mr. John Peters, Mr. 
Bobert Parker and Col. Nathan Parker be 
a committee to apply to Mr. Jonathan 
Fisher and see it he wUl settle as a 
Minister to thte town, and request hit 
Conditions and report the same to this 
town on Monday, the 12th day ol October 
next, at 2 o'clock in the altemoon."

From the town records It appears that 
all mattera relating to Mr. Fisher's settle- 
ment were carefully considered, and 
changes made in tbe terms thereafter 
were made alter both patties had gone 
over them nnd mutually agreed about 

The records show that although Mr. 
Fisher was careful about his money 
matters, and he had need to be on th« 
sums agreed upon, he was generous in his 
dealings with the town. His proposal in 
regard to a bridge across the Falls, shows 
that he was not only geneions in his offer, 
bnt had the foresight to see that a bridge 
there was, and would be, a demand that 
some day would have to be heeded and 
met. He was a man interested in tha 
progress and welfare of the town, in eda- 
cation, serving many years upon the school 
oommlttee, and was more than any otber 
person Instrumental in founding the acad- 
emy of the town in 1803. 

He was an industrious man, his house 
having been built from plans he drew, and 
mucbof tbe labor in its construction was 
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performed by hi* hands. It wmi bia ciiu- 
tom to visit ODM a year at least every fam- 
ily In town, and Jot down all births, mar- 
viagea and deaths In a record he kept from 
the time of his settlement to the end of 
bis pastorate over the cborch. His visits 
and jOnmeyH abont tiis town and vicinity 
were Dsaally made on foot, and 'tis 
■aid that he never wore an overcoat or 
under flannels in the seirerest ot winter 
weather. He waa known to walk to and 
from BtuiKOr, when he attended the meet- 
InjcB of tlu theoiosioai seminary. But it 
WM as pastor ol the choroh ttMt he dis- 
played great ene^y, tact and peraeverenca, 
sometimes even under what would have 
been aerious hindrances and disooorage- 
mentt to other men. 

Wlien he wsa ordained the church had 
twenty-three members, and steadily grew 
In Inflnenoe for the next ten years until 
the number had reached nearly a hundred. 

In the beginning ot 1803, Mr. Fiaher 
noted in hia record "Tliat much exertion 
waa made by the Itinerant Methodists to 
Introduce their peouUar tenants, much re- 
embling those of the Ancient Pelagians. 
Numbers flocked after them. The paator 
felt it to be hia duty to attend their meet- 
ings and publicly state what he believed 
to be the truth in apposition to error dls- 
semmlnated. The result was favorable 
beyond expectation, and the current 
towards the Uethodista lulMided." 

"After thla, tiU near the dose ot ISM, the 
church was quiet except some trying 
cases ot dlsoipUne, but in tAe close of 
this year it began to be manifest that the 
Bev. Mr. Henill, of Sedgwick, waa tailing 
away to the Anti-I^do Baptist senti- 
ments. This led the way to a dlviaou of 
the church in Sedgwick and Bine Hill. 
Deo. eth, 18M, one ot the Bisters ot tlie 
church in Blue Hill requested a diamlaaiou 
from the church on account of being die- 
ntlafled With hei baptism, which was the 
flrat inatance of the Idnd that had occnred 
in the place. It was agreed generally tha( 
dismission In such a case could aot l>e 

"March Mth, 180G, a Brother and Sister 
offeredreasons and withdrew from tliecam- 
mnnion ot the church; their reasons were 
that they considered baptism to be the 
only door ot admission to the ohuich and 
tliat imtaeTston after believing la essential 
to bapUam. During this year other 



Brothers and Sisters followed thla ex- 
ample, anCU the number amounted to 21. 

"Feb. 13, 1806, Seventeen of those who 
had thus withdrawn were foroted Into ■ 
Baptist chnrcli, and after this generally 
held meetings by themselves. April let, 
1811, the Whole number which had with- 
drawn themselves from the Fedo-Baptists 
and Joined the Baptist church in Bine 
Hill previous to this date was torty-one; 
(onrot these atterwlthdrawingretnrned." 

This left a membership to Hr. Fisher's 
church ot thirteen males and twenty- 
eight femalesi total torty-one. 

"Seyeral ot those withdrawn to tb« 
Baptists have removed from the town, two 
of them have been ordained aa Baptist 
ministers, man ot good character bnt ot 
small education." 

At the close of the year 1^0, the nnmt>er 
Ot members in Mr. Fisher's church waa 
eighty-eight; residing out ot town thir- 
teen, leaving tlie reeidenl memtiers at 
seventy-five. 

This was a trying time to Mr. Fiaher, 
tmt notwithstanding what hia thonghta 
might have been he never said an nn- 
Chlrstlan word against tliose who went 
out from his comnmnion to form tiia 
Baptist church ot the town. On the con- 
trary, lie has left on record liis estimate ot 
tliem as of being of good character. 

Mr. Fisher was of unblemished Cliria- 
tianctiaraoter, and he tried to carry hia 
own standard into the ohnicta of which li« 
was the honored pastor for so many years. 
The records of the church were written 
out by him, beginning August 11, 1796, 
and ending Angost 29, 1837, In full, and 
■liow how oaratnlly he attended to every 
detail, and how, with nnflinchlnit recti- 
tude, he sought to correct the errors ot err- 
ing members. In some particulars the 
record is too minute, and might well liave 
been abridged to the benefit of tlie churoli 
and its membership, but that waa not his 
way ot dealing with tacts. Hie way waa 
to record all tliat took place In the cfanrob 
meetings in the plainest language, where 
matters ot discipline were being consid- 
ered, whatever readera In after time might 
think or infer therefrom. 

He waa Just as particular to record any 
matter concerning hlmaeit or family tlut 
was called in qaeatlon, as ot matters per- 
taining to others. Tlie writer, by way ol 
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iUiutratiot), qnotea (rom the raoord as tol- 

"Maich 26, 1830. The Brethren of the 
church met at the Meeting house to malce 
inquiry concerning fin alleged contradic- 
tion between Mr. and Mrs. Fisher on the 
■nblact of Boma cherry mill thrown away 
between them. Mrs. Baya|(a states that at 
the church ImC, speakiuK about the diffl- 
oQltieB In the church, she mentioned n>- 
ports concerning cherry rum thrown away. 
Mra. Flahar said we bod a demijohn in the 
cellar. I brought It up and asked Mr. 
Fisher what I should do with it? He said, 
"what I was a mind to." I emptied it out. 
That she asked Mrs. Fisher if Mr. Fislier 
did not dig a hole and help her empty it. 
She said, ■>no, I emptied it myself. Mr. 
Fisher hod no band in it.' In this con- 
versation Mrs. F. said she had heard that 
she had been obliged to empty it. 

"Mrs. Edith Hinckley stated the same 
in substance more brIeBy. D«a. Seth 
Hewing stated that Mrs. Fisher had said 
to him that tliere was a story in cironla- 
tion that Mr. F. made her empty the 
cherry rnm, but she aaid the empting of 
It was a volnntary thing, but does not re- 
member whether she said she emptied It 
or Mr, F. 

"Mr. Israel Wood stated that in com- 
pany ot Mrs. Fisher he began to speak 
aLont the ram that wastorned out. Tbat 
Mrs. Fisher took up the story and said lie 
carried the mm ont to the manure heap 
and dug a hole and bOrled it. 

"Mr. Nehemlah Hinckley stated that he 
(Mr. F.) came into his house tcom Bucks- 
port, that he asked bim aboat destroying 
the cherry rum; that Mr. P. gave a rela- 
tion of pickling the plums, baying the 
mm and putting it Into the demijohn, 
and ot the tasblon then ot oocaaionally 
treating ttacae who called. That they 
wanted the demijohn; that he carried it 
out to a chip manure heap, emptied it ont 
and buried itnp. Mr. Hinckley replied 
that there was a report tbat Mrs. Fisher 
emptied it. Mr. F. said it was a mistake i 
lie did It. 

"Mrs. Fisher admits in substance the 
evidence respecting what she said; saya 
she carried the demijohn ont and began to 
empty it. Tiiat Mr. F. took it from her 
and carried it (orther. Bhe says that In 
saying Mr. Fisher had no hand In It ahe 
meant be had no hand In toroing her to 



empty It, having heard tbat there was a 
story going round that be oompelled her." 

"Mr. Fisher made a statement in sub- 
stanoe as follows: That the cherry 
rum was grown into dlsnse, that they 
wanted the demijohn and that tbs oon 
tents might not be a temptation to any- 
one, mutually concluded to throw it away; 
that they were brought forward, tbat Mrs. 
Fisher, as he believea, carried the demi- 
john Just out ot the door and began to 
empty it, tbat be took it of her and car- 
ried It to a heap ot obip manure, in the 
top of which he opened a hole, tamed the 
contents of the vessel containing a quan- 
tity ot choke cberries and perhaps two 
qnarts ot rum and water Into the bole, 
and covered it up. That he carried the 
vessel out, meaning out from withindoors, 
but recollected afterwards tbat he took it 
from near the door wlthont. 

"The Cborch voted that Mrs. Fisher 
oHer in public the following acknowledge-

Mr. Fisher was ao caiefnl tbat he and 
his wile should not only abstain Irom 
evil, but trom any appearance of it, tbat 
this fine point in ethics was considered In 
all its bearings and pat upon record, while 
a like oooorrenoe ot to-day wonld be 
treated as o( no oonsequenoe and not 
worthy of record or ot investigation. 

No shepherd ever watched over his flock 
to see ttiat they did not stray trom the 
told into forbidden pastures with greater 
care than did Bev. Jonathan Fisher watch 
over and care for the members ot his 
church at Blue Hitl during his long pas- 
toral care over that body ol Christian 

beliOTBTS. 

How well the writer remembers him at 
pastor ot the ohnroh, his seemingly aus- 
tere manner, his eamestuess in hia 
dlsooones, bis [oayer and the opening ot 
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his eyes daring Ihe long praysr, as the 
children thoagbt, to see if they were pay- 
ing attention and not taking an advantage 
of that period to shift abont and indnlge 

How well, too, he reinembere fala re- 
proot to boya In the gallery, who did not 
give their attention to the seroiOD, bat 
whispered or in other wsyi did not pay 
dne respect to the Lord's honse apon the 
Lord's Day services. And bow he and 
Other boys of that day aat and wondered 
what would be the oonseqaenoes if the 
cord saspeading the sounding board 
over the pulpit deslc sbonld part and the 
hnge board ahoold descend with a crash 
nppa Father Fisher's bald head. 

Bine Hill owes a debt of gra*:ltnde to 
Bev. Jonatban Fisher for bis pioos ex- 
ample set before its people; for his nn- 
fl inching adherence to duty as a 
Cbristiaa minister, and the far-reaching 
and noble work he lor lorty-one years did 
in the eervtce of the clinich, tlie town and 
tor hia Divine Master. 

Age and inflrmities crept apon him, and 
the time came in 1837 when he thonght he 
sboald rest from hin pastoral labors, and 
he Bent in his latter asking to lie dismlBsed. 
A council was called and held Ootot>er 24, 
1839, which dismissed Ur. Fisher, and he 
received the following certiflcate:

On the day and by the same eoanoil tliat 
dismissed Hr. Fisher, Bev. Albert Cole, 
was ordained over the cbnrch at Bloi Hill 
as Bev. Jonathan Fisher's saooessor. 

The connoil ctmvened in the old meet- 
ing hODSe, which was well filled with 
numbers of the ohntoh, delegates to Um 



conncil and town's people, among whom 
was the writer. It was the first ordina- 
tion he had attended, and ceremoniea 
were new, solemn and impressive. Mr. 
Fisher was there, and kept, or rattier en- 
tared, the action of the caancll in the 
ohorch records, his last act in tliat con- 
nection. 

The old meeting house was destroyed 
by fire the first Bnnday In 1842 (January 2,) 
bat no mention of that tact is fonnd in 
the chnrch records. The services of the 
church were therealter held in the acad- 
emy building on Sandays, antil the new- 
church was built, finished and dedicated 
January 11, 1843. 

Bev. Jonathan Fisher attended chtircb 
regularly, when health and the weather 
permitted, sometimes preached, aad 
attended tuneiaU of the older members of 
the church. 

On the Church records is the last entry 
concerning Bev. Jonatlian Fisher as 
follows ;- 

"Sept. 22, 184T. Ra>. Jonathan Ftaher. 
Bom ID New Braintiee, Maaa. Oct. T, 1768. 
Died in Bias HiU Sept. 22, 1847, aged 79 
years wanting 16 days. In 1790 lie made a 
public profession of Teilgion and Joined 
with the Church in Dedham, Mass. At • 
great sacrifice sought an education tor the 
Qospel ministry. He was graduated at 
Harvard University July 18, 1792, here also, 
he persaed his Theological Studies. He 
came to Blue HiU in 17B4 and was ordained 
as the First Pastor of this ohnrch Jaly 13, 
1796. The chaTcb at that time consisted 
of 23 members, all of whom passed into 
Eternity previous to their Pastor. 

"The last of them died a few weeks since 
at the age of 94 and Mr. Fisher officiated at 
his funeral. (Mr. Jedediah Holt). Mr. 
Fisher proved liimself a self-denying, de- 
voted and higlily asetnl minister of 
CiiriBt; his doctrinal views were distinc- 
tively Calvanistio. The doctrines of the 
Bible were held by him with great 
tenacity, and defended with ability. He 
was fearless and unflinching in the 
avowal, exposition and enforcement of 
Eternal truths. It was eaoagh tor him to 
know tliat God liad revealed it. 

"Few men have ever given to the people 
of their oliarge so much instruotion in the 
varloas trattis and daties- ot religion as 
ha. Bis mind was richly stored with di- 
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vlna knowledga, nor did he fail to bring 
oat olQod'B Word and out ot tha treiiB- 
(Urea ol hla leuning, thin^ new And old. 

"He wu dlBnils»ed from his poBtond 
dMrge on aoconnl at growing Inflrmities 
of ■ge, Oct. 24, 1837, having been Pustor 
ot hu flock a little more than lort^-one 
ft»a._ HIi laat •idcnesa wat abort, only 
sbont24bonra, and attboagh Ilia aafferinga 
were extremely great In that time, hia 
mind was atald on God. He died u he liad 
lived, a ChrUtian. 

"Beat, Holy Han ol God." 

Hia funeral aermon wu preached by 
Eter. Stephen Thnraton, who had known 
and appieolated his worth and Christian 
character tor many years. 

At a ohoroh conterence heid Oct. 6, 184T,

roqneBtsd to fnmiah a copy of the aenaon 
pre«otied at the Innerol ot the Bev. Jona- 
tlian Fisher for publication. 

"Voted, That tha olerk make that re- 
qaest In behalf o( the choicb. 

"Attest: "Job. P Thouas, Cleric." 

At the one hundredth celebration ot the 
gathering of the chnrcfa at Blue Htl), Bev. 
Stephen Thnraton gave the historical ad- 

"In the history of this chorch" aaid he 
on that oooaaion, "the Qntt pastor, Bev. 
Jonathan Pialier, stands oat in high relief, 
as the most dlatingniahed and remarkable 
man ever connsoted with it, indeed aa the 
moat remarkable man in the tovm, and 
did more for ita enlightenment and moral 
elevation than any otiier man. I ahonid 
be ■arprlaed if tlun ia an intelligent man 
in town who would dissent from thla 
opinion; he was decidedly a man of mark. 

"Few, I am confident, have ever In- 
Btmoted a people ao fnlly and on snob a 
variety ot sabjeots. He aeemed to have 
more oomprefaenalve vlewa of the fullness 
and riohness ol the ward of Qod-its 
exhanstleas treosares of wisdom and grace 
— than most miniaters, and he waa skllltal 
in developing thoae treasures and thus 
enriohing the minds of his hearers." 

"For elevated moral principle and atriot 
adherence to it In daily lite, I know not 
the man, have never known him, who ez- 
Mlled the flrat pastor ot this charch. The 
love of right as he nnderatood It was of 
supreme aathority. He wonld no more 
intelligently and allowedly trample npon 



it, than with a miU-atone about hla neck 
he wonld cadt himaelf into the aoa. In- 
deed, 1 verily believe that he had the mar- 
tyr apirit and in other days would have 
gone to the stake for a principle. 

"For the sick, the bereaved, the poor, 
the auDering ot every kind, Mr. Fiaher had 
a heart ot aympathy and a hand tor re- 
lief. He waa liberal in bia charities and 
a most unselfish man. While living on a 
salary ol about three hundred dollars, I 
knew him to anbacrlbe one hundred dol- 
lara for one charitable inatitatiou. A 
poor family lost their honse by Are; he 
gave them several dollars in money. 
These were apecimens which I happened 
to know about. 

"Whan he waa dismiaaad from hts pas- 
toral oare, this people were ohBrfced to 
deal kindly with him in his declining 
years, and when called to lay his litelesa 
remaina in the grave, to erect over them a 
hnm ble stone, to tell the paaaer- b.\ , here 
lies the man who, tor more than forty 
years, preached the everlastlnj); gospel to 
this people. 1 rejoice to know that this 
charge has been regarded and that they 
have raised a respectable monument over 
his grave. In doing this they have hon- 
ored themselves no less than their ven- 
erated friend." 

Three and a half generationa have 
passed away eince Ur. Fisher was or- 
dained over the church at Blue Hill. He 
has rested in his grave in the town, with 
the graves of thoae near his to whom be 
ministered, tor nearly sixty yeara, and tew 
there be that remember him in life, and 
yet one wonld lack perception who does 
not discern that bla example and influence 
are yet a force in the community where 
he labored and brought forth fruitful 

The history of a town and of Its people, 
should ever have intereat tor its cititens, 
and tor all who are descended from those 
who ahaped its courae in education, re- 
ligion and in civic and aocial morality. 
Snch history ii a beacon light that points 
to wisdom's ways, and warns ol dangers 
that may be encountered, while indicat- 
ing the way to avoid them. 

The town ot Blue HiU waa particularly 
fortunate in the character ot its flrat set- 
tlers, in their regard for the welfare of 
themselves and tbeir children in matters 
pertaining to their educational, mtnal and 
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leli^oiu tninlDg, Bnd in the early wtab- Let tbeir tioty be otten told, and be

NOTB— It is said tliat Jeremiah T. Holt did not keep the tavern, bnt it was kept 
after hie death by his widow until she became as invalid. The honse had oeased to be a 
tarem before 18G1, whan Thomas Jefferson Napoleon Holt bronght his bride to it- 
Frederick A. HoU lived In the bouse atter his marrjage, and latei it was rented to 
Mr. Ewer tor some years, so that it ceased to be a tavern prior to 1S61. Dr. Folton 
boarded at the house with the Widow Holt when he first came to Blnehill, but 'tis said 
could not have brought his bnde there in 1849, as it had then ceased to be a tavern. The 
land on which the honse stands was parchased by J. T. Holt in ISlfl, and tlie house was 
erected abont that time. 

Julia Ann HoLt died in 1868, not in 1863. Maud Mary Holt died Jan. 12, 1S81, 
Thomas J. N. Holt died July 28, 1903. "Alice Annette" Holt, should be "Alice Annette". 
Frederick Alexander Holt, bom Feb. 1, 1830; died April 13, 1883. 

The Brick Block, it Is sUted, was built by Jonah Holt about 1S3S. This, it is stotsd, 
JB not quite true, as it is claimed to have been bnllt by Jeremiah T. Holt, who died in 
1832, owning the block except the store occupied by Jonah Holt. The letters "J. T. H." 
niade of iron are still on the front ot the block. Jeremiah T. Holt kept a store and the 
postofflce in the block. His oommlssion as postmaster is still in the family. 
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
